The Chicago and Grand Trunk railroad’s 
repair shops and big storehouse at Fiftieth 

street and Kedzie avenue were entirely de- 
stroyed by fire last night. The loss is est 
mated at $100,000, and 200 men are, tem- 
porarily at least, thrown out of employment. 
The shops are nearly two miles from any 
tire station, so the blaze obtained a 
good start before the department 
from Brighton Park could arrive on the 
scene. How the fire started is not known. It 
was first discovered in the northwest corner 
of the storehouse, a frame building, 200x40 
feet, and filled with all sorts of railroad sup- 
plies. An alarm was turned in by the night 
watchman. 

With a good start in dry, inflammable ma- 
terial the fire made rapid headway and quick- 
ly eat its way through the sides and into 
the car-shop, also a frame structure. 
By the time the engines reached 
the scene the whole establishment, cov- 
ering more than an acre of ground, was burn- 
ing like a tinder box. The bosses and em- 
ployés of the shops came running from their 
homes in the immediate vicinity and made 
heroic efforts to subdue the flames, but 
their work proved of little avail. Not 
a thing in either of the buildings 
was saved. The store-houses contained 5,000 
gallons of oil in tanks and barrels, besides a 
full stock of paints, varnishes, and everything 
else used in the construction and repairing of 
cars. When the oil caught it added to the in- 
tensity of the heat, so that the firemen and 
everybody else worked at great disadvan- 
tage. 

In the main shops were two new passenger 
coaches, twelve box cars, and 20,000 feet of 
lumber, besides other material and workmen’s 
tools. 

Douglas Discovers the Blaze. 

The watchman. Robert Dougias, went 
through the building twenty minutes before 
the fire was discovered. He had gone 
outside to visit some of the other 
buildings and, as he was coming 
out of the roundhouse, he smelled 
smoke and went to investigate. He went 
into the south entrance of the building and 
looking down the 200 feet of the building saw 
afire burning briskly in the northeast cor- 
ner. He ran toward the blaze with the 
intention of trying to put it 
out, but as he got nearer he saw it would 
be too much for him singlehanded. He ran 
back to the roundhouse and cried to the men 
working there to come to his assistance, The 
thirty- odd men in the building ran out, but it 
was apparent theys could do nothing. Doug- 
las then ran to the private box in the works 
and turned in the alarm, 

The shops are located far from any settle- 
ment of any size and the fire department is 
widely scattered. Brighton Park, over a 
mile away, is the nearest fire station, and the 
bad roads made it a long and hard mile to 
travel. It wassome time before the engines 
got to the fire. Meanwhile the employés were 
making a desperate attempt to head off the 
flames. They carried the fire extinguishers 
to the building and unfeeled the hose at the 
fire-plugs. But the building was doomed 
from the moment. the fire was discovered. 
The flames ran with great rapidity down 
the building and the men had to fly 
for their lives. In a short time the 
entire structure was on fire. The engines 
from Brighton Park arrived and got to work 
just as the car house caught fire. It was with 
little effect that they turned streams on the 
burning structure. Seeing the magnitude of 
the job the fire marshal at once sent out a 
call for assistance. The engines at the scene 
were then put to work to try and save 
the roundhouse and the offices. It was a task 
for giants, and appeared almost hopeless. 
Only about fifty feet separated the round- 
house from the burning building. The heat 
was terrific, and the walls of the round- 
house were too hot to touch with the 
bare hand. Fortunately the main 
offices, which are frame, were farther 
Sway, Otherwise nothing could have 
saved them. The department turned all its 
streams on these two buildingsund for half an 
hour fought a doubtful fight. Then the other 
apparatus began to arrive. 

The fire cummunicated a few minutes after 
it got a good start to the lumber 
piles in the yard and this in- 
ereased the department's work, as the 
piles had to be torn down to fight the fire to 
an advantage. In the storehouse were 5,000 
gallons of oil, and when the fire reached this 
it flared high in the air and attracted the at- 

\ tention of thousands in the nighborhood, who 
tried to see what was making such a blaze. 

At 2 o’clock the fire was still burning fiercely, 
but was under control.

They were almost over- 
come by the smoke when they were rescued 
from the burning building by Officer T. D. 
Dakin and Officer Fay. 3 

On the north of the burned furniture fac- 
tory wasa two-story frame building owned 
by E. Lane and occupied by P. C. Dueholm 
with a paint store. The damage to the 
stock and building was estimated at 
$500. Small damage also was done to 
the three-story building oceupied by 
Truck 11, facing on Thirty-sixth street and to 
the northeast of the burned block. In the 
basement of the paint-shop were a number of 
barrels of oil, which did not explode, that be- 
ing the chief corner of attack on the part of 
the Fire Department. 

In the progress of the fire a dispute in au- 
thority arose between Fire Marshal Musham 
and Capt. James O'Brien of Engine 59. 
Capt. O’Brien complained that the Mar- 
bullied him, and followed 
the complaint with a blow which 
felled Marshal Musham. Capt. O’Brien was 
at once arrested and taken to the Stanton 
Avenue Station, where he was booked with 
Marshal Musham as complainant. 


FIRE DESTROYS OAK PARK HOUSES. 


Steiner’s Hall First Burns, but the Flames 
Spread Rapidly. 

Fire broke out at Oak Park at 11 o'clock 
last night and it was 2 o’clocx this morning 
before the residents of that suburb had it un- 
der control. Then the old skating rink on 
Marion street, north of the postoffice, known 
as Stéiner’s Hall, a two-story frame house on 
Holiy court, and a two-story frame building— 
a shoe store—across the street from the 
rink were in’ ashes. When the flames 
were discovered it was feared that 
the whole town was in danger and a telegram 
was sent to Chief Swenie stating that the Oak 
Park hose company was totally unable to 
cope with the blaze and asking for assistance. 

An engine and hose reel were sent from Forty- 
seventh and Fulton streets, and at 12:30 an- 
other engine was dispatched from Kedzie and 
Wright avenues. The flames started in Mr. 
Schonay’s bicycle shop, in front of the skat- 
ing rink. and spread to an adjoining flour and 
feed store. Then the flames jumped across 
to the house on Holly court owned by Mr. 
Steiner and occupied by Mrs. Mon- 
roe as a fashionable boarding-house. 
The wind changed and the flames jumped 
across Marion street and soon consumed 
Schneider Bros.“ shoe store and Henry 
Schneider’s paint shop. The monetary loss 
of $10,000 is not so grievously felt by the in- 
habitants as the total destruction of costumes 
and scenery stored in Steiner’s Hall which 
the people of the suburb were to utilize 
Thanksgiving eve in the presentation of 
Uncle Tom's Cabin.“ 

The flames also spread to C. P. Miller's res- 
idence, which stood next to that occupied by 
Mrs. Monroe. It was a two-story frame 
structure and burned very rapidly. Mr. Mill- 
er, his wife, and two children escaped in safety 
and saved a great deal of their household fur 
niture. The house was valued at $2,500 and 
was a total loss. Steiner Hall was a two-story 
frame structure and cost $4,000 and was 
fully insured. Mr. Steiner’s residence cost 
$3,500 and was also insured. The loss on 
the stores of Snyder Brothers and Henry Sny- 
der was $1,500. It is not known how the 
tire started. 


FIRE CAUSES SEVERAL FAINTING FITS, 


Proprietor and Guests of the Hotel Glen- 
coe Are Badly Frightened. 


A small blaze in the Hotel Glencoe, Michi- 
gan avenue and Twelfth street, at 8:30 
o’clock last evening wrought more panic and 
hysteria among the occupants than such 
small fires usually do. The loss amounted to 
about $5,000. The fire occurred in the pri- 
vate apartments of the proprietor, James N. 
Coxe, and probably originated by curtains 
coming in contact with a lamp. So violent 
were Mr. Coxe's demonstrations of grief, even 
after the fire was extinguished, that he was 
hardly able to tell the police anything con- 
cerning what wus in the room. He wept like 
a child while endeavoring to account for the 
origin of the flames. 

The clerk, George Dennison, was so af- 
fected by nervous prostration as the result of 
the excitement that he had to be attended to 
by a physician. Several of the guests of the 
hotel were seized with fainting spells and re- 
quired attention from the less scared occu- 
pants. Altogether, an exciting time pre- 
vailed during the fire and for a good while 
after it was all over. 

Tony Poppe tried to fill a gasoline stove in 
his home in the rear of Nos. 786 and 788 
Lincoln avenue yesterday and accidentally 
spilled some of the oil. It was ignited and 
soon the entire house wasin flames. They 
spread to the double building at Nos. 786- 
788 and it too was almost a total loss. A 
2.11 alarm was sent in and for a time the fire 
appeared to be an ugly one to fight. The 
double building was owned by M. Faist, No. 
93 Hill avenue, and was occupied by.several 
families. The loss on the building was 
$4,000.

FIRE DAMAGES SNITZLER’S HOUSE,

flames were started by a salamander, The 
fire was discovered by neighbors, who 
turned out and tried to find a police- 
man to send in an alarm. They 
searched up and down the boulevard for five 
minutes, and finally as a last resort began to 
fire revolvers. When ten shots had been sent 
skyward an officer came running from Cot- 
tage Grove avenue and he turned in an arin. 
Mr. Snitzler at present lives on South Park 
avenue. He is a partner in the wholesale 
woolen firm of T. A. Shaw & Co., No. 256

SWIFT IS THE MAN. 


WILL BE NOMINATED FOR MAYOR 
PERHAPS BY AOOLAMATION. 


All Opposition to the Acting Executive 
Was Yesterday Withdrawn and He Be- 
came the Choice of Republican Lead- 

ers=A. S. Trude Positively Declines and 

Democrats Fleck to Hopkilus- Demo- 
cratic Meeting to Discuss Federal Ap- 
pointments and Mayoralty. | 

George B. Swift will be nominated for 
Mayor by the Republican city convention a 
week from next Saturday, and probably by 
acclaination. Acting in the spirit of a reso- 
lution adopted at the caucus of the supporters 
of Mr. Swift in the Great Northern 
Hotel yesterday morning the Swift 
cam paign committee at its meet- 
ing last evening appointed a com- 
mittee, consisting of Ald. Kent, Santuel 
B. Raymond, and Henry Wulff, to wait on the 
supporters of Mr. Roche and to confer with 
them as to the advisability of unitingin fa- 
vor of one of the two candidates and thus in- 
suring his nomination by acclamation. Word 
was sent out at once inviting John M. Smyth. 
George. 8. Willits, Ald. Madden, Ald. 
Bidwill, William Lorimer, James 
H. Gilbert, and James Pease to 
meet the committee. Most of those 
. gentlemen responded and the conference took 
place in one of the down-town hotels last 
evening and the preliminaries for peace, 
unity, and harmony were arranged. This 
was rendered the easier because of Mr. 
Roche’s disinelination to become a candidate 
for Mayor. He would not accept a nomina- 
tion, he said, unless it came to him with some 
degree of unanimity. It was evident that the 
circumstances are not favorable tothat. Mr. 
Roche informed his supporters Saturday that 
he did not think he should remain longer in 
the field. They prevailed on him to withhold 
his declination, which he had prepared for 
publication, until today. 

Mr. Roche Withdraws. 

The events of yesterday and the day before 
determined Mr. Roche to withhold his declina- 
tion nolonger, and yesterday afternoon he 
notified Chairman Smyth of his committee 
that he would not be a candidate, or accept a 
nomination if tendered to him by the conven- 
tion. This leaves Mr. Swift in complete 
possession of the field, and his nomination by 
acclamation is assured. 

The opposition surrendered handsomely. 
Mr. Swift’s supporters though undoubtedly in 
the majority were quite willing to compromise 
inasmuch as it is necessary to begin at once 
to counteract the plans of the Democrats to 
stuff the registers in order to elect their candi- 
date. The Kepublican Campaign Executive 
committee, which did such excellent work at 
the recent election, has been called to meet 
this evening to attend to this work and it was 
desirable that there should be complete unity 
in the party runks in order to do the work 
well. Before the committee meets it is prob- 
able that all danger of conflict or of dissen- 
sions within the party will have passed. 

Raymond Declares for Swift. 

It began to look like Swift on the Repub- 
lican side yesterday at noon. Sam Raymond 
appeared at the Swift caucus in the Great 
Northern Hotel about that time and said: 
“The Republicans in my wardandin the 
North Division generally are for Mr. Swift 
for Mayor, and I think will be represented in 
the convention by Swift delegates. Iam here 
today to say that I am for Swift, and that I 
believe he will be nominated and elected.“ 

These statements were received with ap- 
plause. They were looked upon as the most 
significant uttered at the meeting, as some of 
Mr. Raymond’s closest friends were the lead- 
ers in the Roche or anti-Swift movement. 
Frank Blair, Committeeman Rohde, and Mr. 
Baldwin, also of the. Twenty-fourth Ward, 
indorsed what Mr. Raymond had said. There 
was great rejoicing thereat among the Swift 
men.

He 
did not know whether the delegates would be 
with him, though. Ald. Kent, A. J. Stone, and 
Barney Eckert promised the Eleventh; Aid. 
Campbell, Col. Bird, George Williams, and 
Committeeman Clarke pledged the Twelfth 
and Ald. Swigart and ex-Ald, Carpenter 
thought they could deliver the Fourteenth. 
Mr. H. W. Schaefer from the Fourteenth was 
present, but failed to respond when called 
upon. S. W. Rideberg rromised eight votes 
from the Sixteenth, The Twentieth was 
promised by William Meyers, the Twenty- 
first by E. D. Cook and Henry C. Farwell, the 
Twenty-third by Henry T. Carr and Bill 
Johnson, the Twenty-fourth, as already 
stated, by Mr. Raymond and others.

Buck McCarthy, Billy Webb, a 
patriot named Casey, anda German named 
Scheek said the Twenty-ninth Ward would 
be with Swift. There was a big delegation 
from the Thirtieth, headed by Ald. Utesch, 
all for Swift. They said Mr. C. S. Deneen, 
who was named on the Roche committee and 
who attended a Roche caucus Friday 
evening, had switched back to Swift. 
This announcement was cheered. Col. Batty, 
Col. J. S. Kendall, and Robert S. Iles prom- 
ised the Thirty- first. Ald. Kerr said every- 
body in the Thirty-second Ward would have 
to be Swift. George Morgan and Aid. Mann 
also spoke for Swift. Ald. Shepherd, Sydney 
McCloud, Howard Reed, and others pledged 
the Thirty-third Ward.

now in the field that I was not a candidate, that 
I had not and would not utter a word or do an 
act favoring my candidacy. Especially did I say 
this to Washington Hesimg, John Hopkins, and 
George Kersten, aud I have kept my word, for 
there lives no man whose political aid I have 
solicited or in the slightest degree encouraged. 
Whatever hag been said or done for me has been 
the voluntary and spbdntaneous efforts of 
Democratic leaders and workers in the party, and 
their display of high regard and personal friend- 
ship to me will ever be held in grateful remem- 
brance. I will coédperate with them and all other 
Democrats to retain under Democratic colors the 
nnexpired term won by our party under the lead- 
ership of our dead chieftain, and which belongs 
to the party by right of conquest. When I was 
first requested to become a candidate by a strong 
group of fellow-Democrats I gave an insurmount- 
able roason against their proposition, which con- 
sistg in this: Geoage A. Trude is, by virtue o 
being City-Attorney, a member of the 
Board, which consists of five members—Judge 
Scales, City Attorney Trude, and Commissioners 
Hutchings, Keenan, and Schweisthal.

FAILS BY SHRINKAGE OF ITS ASSETS. 


The East Tennessee Land Company Goes 
Into Receivers’ Hands, 

Mempnis, Tenn., Nov. 20.—The East Ten- 
nessee Land company, which founded the 
Town of Harriman and which is the largest 
land company in the State, went into the 
hands of receivers this morning. The action 
was taken in the United States Court in Chat- 
tanooga.

In concluding this report, for the remainder 
is made up eatirely of r matter and a 
disquisition upon the trade of the islands and 
the character of the population, Mr. Blount 
says: 

That a deep wrong has been done the Queen 
and the native race by American officials per- 
vades the native mind and that of the Queer, as 
well as a hope for redress from the United States 
there cau be no doubt. In this connection it is 
important to note the inability of the Hawaiian 
people to eope with any great powers and their 
recognition of it by nover offering: resistance to 
their encroachments. The Queen's uniform con- 
duct and the prevailing sentiment among the 
nutives point to her belief as well as theirs that 
the spirit of justice on the part of the President 
would restore her crown. 

The condition of parties in the islands is one of 
quiescence. The action of the United States is 
awaited by all as a matter of necessity. This 
condition, it can be assumed, will remain until 
the proposition to annex is accepted or rejected. 
In en lutter contingency no sudden movement is 
likely to occur. he present government can 
only rest on the use of military force possessed of 
most ofthe arms in the islands with a small 
white population to draw from to strengthen it. 
Ultimately it will fall without fail. It may pre- 
serve its existence for a year or two, but not 
longer. 


BLOUNT’S SHAMEDESS PERVERSIONS, 


Ex-Minister Stevens Promises to Show the 
Untruth of His Report. 

Aveusta,.Me., Nov. 20.—Ex-Minister John 
L. Stevens, asked tonight if he had anything 
to say regarding Commissioner Blount’s 
statement, said he firmly adhered to all of his 
statements in his San Francisco and Augusta 
addresses and in his open letter of last week 
to Secretary Gresham. He expressed great 
surprise at the language cf Mr. Blount as to 
Mr. Stevens’ unwillingness to show him the 
records of the legation. He now feels himself 
at liberty to expose Mr. Blount’s remarkable 
conduct towards himself, commencing imme- 
diately after Blount’sarrival at Honolulu. It 
is a record, the publication of which it 
is believed will astonish all honor- 
able minds, bringing to Mr. Stevens no cen- 
sure unless it be that he tolerated such treat- 
ment without at once resenting it by refusing 
all intercourse with the offending person. 
Mr. Stevens two weeks since made an impera- 
tive engagement out of the State which wil! 
occupy the next two or three days. With rea- 
sonable promptness he will be heard, He 
deems it sufficient to say now that Mr. 
Blount’s report, so far as given to the public, 
isanex parte and shameless perversion of 
facts. . 


NO GROUND FOR BLOUNT'S CHARGES. 


Ex-Consul-General Severance Denies There 


Was a Conspiracy to Dethrone Lili. 

San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 20.—When askec 
today what he thought of the report of Com- 
missioner Blount, H. W. Severance, late Con- 
sul-General at Hawaii, who came up by the 
Australia Saturday last, said: 

In the main the report as published seems to be 
entirely misleading im regard to events of Janu- 
ary last which resulted in the overthrow of the 
Queen and the establishment of the provisional 
government. The uprising had been brewing for 
years. It was not the result of a ec nspiracy on 
the part of a few men but was a genuine revolu- 
tion like that of 1887, which forced King Kala- 
kaua to accept a new Constitution. There 
is no just ground for the charge 
or insinuation that Minister Stevens 
conspired with organizers | of the 
provisional government. His action under the 
circumstances was entirely regular and in strict 
accordance with his instructions and dipiomatic 
custom. The statement that he caused troops to 
be landed from the Boston when there was no 
need or excuse for them is unqualitiedly false. 
Blount's own report shows that there was reason 
to expect a disturbance and bloodshed. There 
was a prospect of a bloody conflict, in which the 
Queen's forces would probabiy have been over- 
come, but meanwhile lives and property of peace- 
fal Americans would have been endangered. 
The oe@asion certainly, Waftanted the land- 
ing of troops for the protection of 
American interests. If a conspiracy existed be- 
tween the revolutionists and Minister Stevens, 
and if the uprising could not have been success- 
ful without United States troops, how is it that 
none of the foreign powers represented at Hawaii 
by Ministers or Consuls have made any protest 
or even a diplomatic note of such a serious mat- 
ter. The Governments of England, Japan, 
France, and Portugal were represented thore by 
Ministers and by Consuls. Germany, Austria, 
Denmark. ‘The Netherlands, Chile, and Mexico 
had also Consuls there. Ail these governments 
through their official representativés recognized 
the provisional government of Hawaii w:tiout 
the least objection. It is a fact of importance 
which seems to have been entirely overlooked at 


Washington. 
WANTS THE RECORDS PUBLISHED. 


Ex-President Harrison Sure They Will Show 
His Position te Be the Correct One, 

InDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 20.— [Special. — 
Ex-President Harrison read the report of 
Commissioner Blount today without indi- 
cating the slightest degree of surprise at its 
contents or betraying in the least that he re- 
garded the alleged implication of Minister 
Stevens being a party to the overthrow of 
Queen Lilivokalani as anything serious. He 
believes furthermore that Minister Stevens 
will be easily able to place him- 
self in a right and proper light 
before the public for his action at the time of 
the establishment of the provisional govert- 
ment in Hawaii. Mr. Harrison also thinks 
now that since Minister Blount's report has 
become public there can be no reasonable ex- 
cuse for delay in making pubiie ail the cor- 
respondence in the State Department received 
when the news was fresh in the minds of the 
people, and which he feels is more likely to 
beatruer presentation of the facts as they 
then existed than is a report gathered hap- 
hazard several months later by a Commis- 
sioner admittedly without sympathy for his 
predecessor. 

„A reply to this report,“ said the ex-Presi- 
dent, would involve a voluminous and doc- 
umentary compilation. It would necessarily 
have to be made at great length after much 
careful study. If I replied to it at ail I would 
not be satisfied with anything short of u com- 
plete answer, and that is something I am not 
inclined to make. You can fully realize 
the importance of such a reply as 
well as the work involved. I must 
ask to be excused, for I am now deter- 
mined not to enterinto a discussion of the 
matter. The Hawaii question is a broad sub- 
ject and I believe it can take care of itself. 
My work eis familiar to the public. It is on 
record. I have no regret for my action and 
have nothing to say reiatiee to the action of 
others. You must excuse me.“ 

Notwithstanding the ex-President’s reluc- 
tance to give his opinion on Mr. Blount's re- 
port and the action of the present administra- 
tion it is freely believed that he will speak, 
and that shortly, and so decidedly that it will 
be in the nature of a sensation when he does.

MINES ALONG THE LEHIGH ROAD 
WILL OLOSE DOWN TODAY.

it Throws 27,000 Laboring Men Out of 
Employment=Freight on the Road Is 
Tied Up in the Vards and Strikers Are 
Hopeful of the Successful Outcome of 
Their Fight—No Violence Is Employed 
and Police Guard Property=Stocks on 
the Decline. 

Pilar, Pa., Nov. 20.—[Special.|— 
The day’s developments show tho Lehigh 
Valley railroad to be practically in the hands 
of the strikers from Wilkesbarre, Pu., to Buf- 
falo, N. X. East of Wilkesbarre ail passen- 
ger and a few freight trains are moving. 

Following the stoppage of transportation 
tomorrow all the coal mines will be shut 
down, 27.000 miners and others will be idle, 
with not enough money to keep them in food 
one week. This will throw a vast body of 
men into idleness, and lawlessness will follow, 
The Lehigh Valley company has notified the 
Sheriff in every county through which its 
road passes that it will hold that county 
responsible for all damages to property. 

So far no acts of lawlessness have been re- 
ported, but the. worst is feared when the 
miners become desperate. Unemployed men 
are flocking to all points on the line of the 
road. The critical period will be tomorrow. 
All employés have been notified to re- 
turn to work or tlity will be discharged. 
Those who refuse will be dismissed per- 
inanently and the new men will take their 
places. This will precipitate a great row, it 
is feared, and will result in a notice that all 
labor organization members will be forever 
debarred from the road. 

THe shutting down of the coal mines will be 
weicomed by the operators and others, be- 
cause they have big stocks “of coal on hand. 
The Lehigh Valley has 200,000 tons in one 
storage yard at South Plainfield, N. J., im- 
mense piles at Buffalo, and trains 
laden with coal all along the road. 
If this can be put out at an advanced figure 
the company will not only make money oy 
the strike but will save in wages. After the 
railroad men and miners have been beaten on 
the Lehigh Valley it is said the Jersey Central 
or Delaware and Lackawanna will be taken 
up. The Philadelphia and Reading is already 
out of all unions and there will be no strike on 


that line. 
FREIGHT CARS LIE IN YARDS, 


Lehigh Valley Road Tied Up and Police 
Guard the Property. 


Burrato, N. I., Nov. 20.—[Special. ]— 


Sheriff Peck, with a posse of deputies, tonight! 


guards the Lehigh Valley coal trestle at East 
Buffalo.‘ This was the scene of trouble dur- 
ing the strike last year. The railroad officials 
are confident there will be no trouble now so 
far as the northern division of the road is con- 
cerned, butthe striking engineers, firemen, 
eonductors, trainmen, d operators are 
equally confident that lhe Agike has only just 
begun. 

The Lehigh Valley yards are crowded by 
long avenues of freight trains all ready to 
move, but they aré without engines or crews. 
Of the thirteen yard engines only two are 
working, and one of these did not get to work 
until late in the afternoon, It is manned by 
a green crew. Eighty-four freight trains 
bound east and thirty-seven bound west are 
blocked 
trainsinall. The yard shanties were filled 
with switchmen waiting for work. From 
Bailey avenue to the ¢ity line the yard was 
crowded with freight trains all made up and 
ready to move. Four west-bound trains over 
the Lake Shore were waiting there to be trans- 
ferred. 

Chief Detective Kranz has headquarters 
hear the shops and can command a hundred 
men if needed. Three hundred members of 
the federation of . five organizations met at 
Klock's Hall this afternoon. Sentiment 
among the strikers is enthusiastically in favor 
of holding out. The switchmen continue firm 
in refusing to join the strike. Men from 
other cities are expected to take the strikers’ 
places. Quitea number from Chicago are 
among those, the railroad officials claim, they 
can engage. 

Have Many Men to Work. 


Supt. Fennell of the Lehigh said this even- 
ing that the freight of his company had been 
offered to other companies as usual! and none 
of them had refused touccept it becauee of 
the strike. ** We have had no trouble in this 
regurd,”’ said he, and expect none.“ Mr. 
Fenneli’s chief clerk made the following 
statement for the Superintendent: 

We have all the men we can possibly work in 
the yards with the existi traflic. We are mov- 
ing all the freight about the yards and getting it 
in readiness to be sent forward as soon as the 
Sayre blockade is open. A majority of the men 
who man the engines in the yard are brotherhood 
men, and many of them are men who went out on 
the strike, but came back to the road again. We 
have not tried to move any freight out of the 
yardor send any East, as it would be useless 
to try to do 80. Wo could got it 
as far as Sayre, but we might as 
well leave it in Buffalo as to fill up the yards 
there. The authorities there say they are 
doing all they can to quell the disturbance and 
put down the mob rule. They have not accom- 
plished th s yet, and until they are able to cope 
with the mob there wil! be little use of trying to 
move the freight from here. 

At Sayre we have men who are willing to go to 
work, and who will just as soon as the authorities 
are able to furnish protection for them. We will 
not put them to work and endanger their lives. 

wo can move through there are the eat 
trains, and in some instances the mob will no 
allow anything morethan the mailcar to go 
through. 

We have not had any trouble with the men to- 
day, and evervthing has moved off smoothly in 
the vards. The pole“ and the Sheriffs are doi 
all they can to assist us, and they have done nf 
that has been necessary thus far. The men who 
have come to us are men not like those 
who usually flock around at a time of strike, but 
are first-class railroad men, capable of doing the 
work. We have plenty of such men as this. 

So far as the operators are concerned, they did 
go out along the division, but only remained out 
for about two hours, when they returned to their 
work. 


Police Will Protect Property. 

After a long conversation this afternoon be- 
tween Supt. Chambers of the police depart- 
ment and Supt. Fenael, the former left the 
office, saying to Supt. Fennell: ‘* We will do 
all we can to protect the company’s property 
and you can call upon us for all the assistance 
we can give.“ 

At the office of the Erie’s freight agent this 
afternoon it was learned that that road had 
not refused to handle any of the freight offered 
to it by the Lehigh. ** We not only are hand- 
ling Lehigh freight,” said Chief Clerk Powell. 
but we are taking fteight for Lehigh points.“ 

Supt. C. L. Rossiter of the Central was also 
seen and asked if that company accepted 
freight from the Lehigh. ‘* We are not doing 
any different than wealways have and I do 
not know of any reason why we should. If 
the Lehigh has any freight to offer us we will 
carry it. Wecertainly shall not refuse any 
freight that is offered to us. 

The New York and Philadelphia limited 
pulied out at 8:15 a. m. on time. It was in 
charge of Conductor Stowell and Engineer 
Comley. No. 3 from Philadelphia was due 
here at 6:20, but was one hour late. But it 
came through, and the officials say it was 
manned by regular brotherhood men. 

The through train from Philadelphia, due 
at 11:30 a. m., did not get in until noon. It 
was in charge of Conductor Davis and Engi- 
neer Bowen, The latter reports the tie-up 
complete the other side of Sayre and no 
freight of any kind being moved.

THREE HUNDRED VAGRANTS SENT 
70 THE BRIDEWELL 


After a Needed Stimulant the Police and 


the Justices Work Hand in Hand and 
Make Things Unpleasant for the Strong 
Armed MeneIn All the Courts There 
Are Crowds of Offenders and in Each 
Case the Limit Is Fixed as the Penalty 
=The House of Correction Crowded. 
Three hundred assorted crooks went to the 
bridewell yesterday. Chief Brennan’s drag- 
net gathered them in and the Police Justices 
imposed the limit of penalties in nearly every 
case. The docket at every court was a long 
one. Desplajnes street had a docket of 108; 
Harrison street's two Justices disposed of 
over 200 prisoners; Town of Lake had 100, 
and the other courts were in proportion. 


_ When it came to convictions the average was 


high, and for once the no prosecution” 
dadge was useless. When prisoners, witha 
cheerful smile, remarked that their prosecut- 


ors were notin court many of the Justices 


quietly remarked : 
The case is continued for the presence of 
the prosecutor and the police will please see 


that he attends.”’ 


This was discouraging to the professionals 
and their spirits were not raised when the 
first ‘disorderly ’’ got a $100 fine. And that 
fine was but the first of a series of heavy pen- 
alties and increased bonds that scared the 


_crooks and brought wild-eyed pleadings from 


the professional bailers, It was no good pro- 
testing, though, and one or two who tried a 
change of venue wished they hadn’t. The 
Justices were on their mettle. The police 
had accused them of showing mistaken leni- 


ency to crooks and they were there to prove 


the police were wrong. 

* What do you do for a living?“ was the 
burden of inquiry, and the man whose hands 
declined to bear out his statement of occupa- 
tion took a ride to the bridewell. 

It was well into the afternoon before the 
Justices got through their work, but they 
wore triumphant smiles when they did. They 
had sent out enough men to make a hig 
vacuum in Chicago crookdom and piled up 
such a lot of prisoners that the wagons 
couldn't handle them all. Harrison Street 
Station had nearly 100 bridewell patrons; 
Desplaines Street had nearly as many. Town 
af Lake was close behind, and as a result all 
the stations were packed with ** hold-over ”’ 
jrisoners who will go to the bridewell today. 

The crook supply of Chicago is running 
short and the best efforts of Inspector Shea’s 
men only brought in nineteen men yesterday. 
The night men addedafewto the list and 
brought in some of the robber women. 
Among them was Minnie May. Minnie May 
is in hard luck. She was arrested seven times 
lust week and had to pay over $300 in fines. 
She was arrested us soon as she got off the car 
which brought her down-town last night. One 
of the best tests of the work of the police is 
the time taken up by roli-call at detective 
headquarters. Roll-call is at 7 o'clock. The 
actual roster takes less than five minutes to 
read. After that ten or fifteen minutes are con- 
sumed in reading the descriptions of wanted“ 
¢rooks and in general instructions, Lastly 


“the day's in 4 of crooks is brought up- 


stairs and shoun up to the men. The 
whole affair is generally over by 7:30 o'clock. 
For the last week roll-call has lasted until 8 
o'clock and after. This is partly because the 
list of men * wanted ”’ has been longer and 
instructions have been more minute, but the 
real time has been taken up by the crooks. 
Every man destined for the County Jail is 
sent to be **shown up’’ tothe men at Cen- 
tral, and these, added to suspects already un- 
der arrest, have stacked up 100 strong sev- 
eral times and kept the detectives busy for 
over an hour.

Three Men Are Arrested Charged with a

Three men are locked up at the Maxwell 
Street Station charged with entering the house 
of Thomas Prunty, No. 44 West Thirteenth 
street, the morning of Nov. 15 and shooting 
three members of the family. The men are 
Thomas Burke, alias Wilsgn, alias McNally;

Murry is 
45 years old, and daims to have come from 
St. Louis. The other two are 25 years of age, 
and are supposed to live in the northwestera 
part of the city.

United States Supreme Court Decision in 
the Downs Case- Washington Briefs. 


Wasurnetor, D. C., Nov. 20.—In the cele- 
brated case of Robert 8. Rodgers and others in- 
dicted in the United States District Court for the 
Eastern District of Michigan for assaulting in 
August, 1887, James Downs on board the

DEMOORATIO BILL TO MAKE FORTY 
PER OENT REDUCTION. | 


Wide Extension of the Free List-Raw Ma. 
terials Without Duty=Steel Rails Cut 
Seventy-five Per Cent—Silver Men Will 
Hold Administration Democrats to 
Promises of Supplemental Silver Legis- 
latlou- Illinois Federal Appointments 
Delayed by Secretary Carlisle’s Absence, 

Wasnineton, D. C., Nov. 20,—[Special.]~ 
An average reduction of 40 per cent is what 
tbe Democrats on the Ways aud Means com. 
mittee figure for their tariff bill. This beatg 
the Morrison horizontal bill two to one, as the 
Waterloo reformer only made an-average cut 
of 20 per cent. The wide extension of the 
free list in the forthcoming measure helps ta 
swell the reduction, Maybe next week, after 
the President and the Treasuty Department 
have gotten through with the schedules, there 
won't be such a big cut. but the members say 
that they have put together a harmonious bill, 
and the relation between the sehedules will be 
pretty evenly maintained. They want to 
have the measure made public next Monday, 
so that its text will be settled before the 
Democratid members begin to flock back 
to town and importune for restoring the duties 
which are reduced. The bill once made public 
the committee will be able to say that any 
changes will have to be made in the House 
and Democratic members who want changes 
will have to combine among themselves. In 
the end they will put together a measure that 
will differin many essentials from the one 
prepared 11 the committee. The aim of the 
committee has been to avoid everything ex. 
cept revenue duties and in many cases the 
reductions are below a revenue point. All 
those duties which are prohibitive, or nearly 
so, are heavily reduced so as to encou im- 
portations, and there is hardly dn item in the 
tariff schedules that has not been cut below 
water mark. 

Nearly everything that is known technically 
as raw material is placed on the free list and 
to avoid protection the duty on manufactured 
articles made of these raw materials is made 
to suffer a corresponding reduction, and in 
few cases is the present parify between the 
cost of raw materials and the manufactured 
articles maintained, 

The treatment of steel rails is a fair sample 


of the policy followed in the G@onstruction of 
this bill. Iron ore and coal being placed on 
the free list the duty on steel mils is reduced 
from $13.50 to about 25 per cent. This is 
probably one of the heaviest cuts. but 
throughout the bill corresponding changes in 
the schedule approximate it. 

The opposition tothe income tax proposi- 
tion has suggested the advisability of report. 
ing two measures, one dealing purely with the 
duties and the other with the revenues, The 
idea is said to be that the Democrats hope by 
this ineans to escape party responsibility for 
the income tax. In other words, they propose 
to pass a measure which will cause a de cien- 
cy in the public revenues and then ask the 
Republicans to help them pass another ob- 
noxious bill 
deticiency. The scheme will not work.

“UNIQUE RECORD OF A KOKOMO, IND., 


GIRL FIFTEEN YEARS OLD. 


Cynthia Stack Defies All Efforts at Control 
and Fairly Earns a Reputation for 
Reckless Daring — Her Eccentricitie« 
Are Checked by Stealing a Horse and 


Buggy, for Which She Is Put Under 
Restraint—To Aid the Destitute Fam- 
ilies at Hurley, Wis.Northwest News. 


Koxomo, Ind., Nov. 20.—[Special.]—The 

oungest female horse thief ever arrested in 
Indiana was last week given a six years’ sen- 
tence in the female prison by Judge Kirk- 
patrick of this city. She is Miss Cyrena 
Stack. and was 15 years old last September. 
She is the daughter of a prominent farmer 
living three miles east of this place. She is 
strikingly handsome in face and figure and 
in manner she is daring and willful. 

Since early infancy Cyrena has had a step- 
mother, who was no less imperious and exact- 
j than the girl was daring and rebellious. 
Her dislike for home surroundings and the 
frequent househoid squalls developed an un- 
natural passion in the girl's mind for 
and daring exploits. She 


most wild and willful sprite in the country. 
She cared nothing for society or books, but 
was a lover or outdoor sports and an ac- 
complished equestrienne. One of her many 
favorite pranks was to corner a horse in the 
pasture field, spring to its back, and without 
saddle, bridle, or halter gallop over the coun. 
try to the great consternation and fear of the 
family and neighbors. It mattered not to 
her to whom the horse belonged or whether it 
had ever been ridden before. Occasional 
threats of the parents to send the girl to the 
reform school kept down her spirits for a 
time, but it did not last long. 

Her prowess in the saddle was the envy of 
all the young people of the neighborhood, and 
in their eyes Cyrena wasa heroine. She was 
always neatly and jauntily attired and made 
a picturesque figure. 5 

As she grew oider her eccentricities became 
more pronounced, and during the last six 
months her conduct had been such as to jus- 
tify her classification as a genuine frontier 
outlaw. In the time designated she was at 
home only at rare intervals. She alternated 
between the Towns of Swayzee, Windfall, 
Tipton, Kokomo, and Greentown, distinguish- 
ing herself at eacn of those places by her reck- 
less conduct. At Windfall she joined a new 
religious society known as the Heavenly Ro- 
cruits.”’ Her wild career came to a sudden 


end, 

On the night of Nov. 3 she went to the farm 
barn of J. W. Moffert. near Windfall, hitched 
his best horse to a buggy, and started for Chi- 
cago® Officers sent in pursuit overtook her 
as she was passing through Greentown and 
put her under arrest. The property was re- 
turned to the owner and the fair young thief 
brought to this city and jailed. With the 
stolen rig found in her possession there was 
nothing for Cyrena to do but plead guilty, 
which she did on being arraigned in court, and 
and was sent up for six years.

DIVORCE IS TOO EASY. 


DR. BLODGETT STIRS UP HIS CHUROH 
PEOPLE AT GALESBURG, ILL 


His Investigations Show the Percentage of 
Divorces in the County Exceeds That 
of Any Other Community in the Cotin- 
try- Me Presents the Figures and De- 


tails in a Sermon=He Urges the Abolish- 
ment of All Causes for Divorce but One 
Comparisons of States. 


Gatesnure, III., Nov. 20.—[Special.]—Dr. 
Blodgett's investigations into the divorce evil 
in this county revealed a condition that was 
startling. He waded through five years of 
entry books and found that during that period 
there had been entered the enormous total of 
300 divorce cases, Desertion was most fre- 
quently alleged; then drunkenness, cruelty, 
and the scriptural reason. The doctor then 
ascertained that for five years the number of 
marriage licenses issued in Knox County had 
been as follows: 

1889. 376: 1890, 431; 1891, 408; 1892, 419; 
1893, 435; total, 2,069. 

In other words, for every six and two-thirds 
marriage licenses issued there was one appli- 
eation for divorcee. Then, after hearing some 
of the proceedings in court, and after advis-

ing with attorneys and others as to the cause 
of this extraordinary showing, the doctor 
went to his study and metaphorically dipping 


his pen in brimstone wrote that sermon 
preached last Sunday night that so startled 
all Galesburg and made it the cynosure for 
the eyes of the world. He showed that the 
divorce millin this county was more pro- 
ductive than that of Chicago, where the ratio 
is one divorce to ten marriages, and of In- 
dianapolis, where the divorces bear to the 
marriages the ratio ef one to eight. 

It was hard for the congregation to believe 
this. It was a large congregation, so large 
that scores were turned away. The doctor's 
discourse was bristling with figures and sta- 
tistics and denunciation of the looseness of 
the divorce laws of this State. He showed 
that there have been granted in IIlinois 36,- 
O72 divorces during twenty vears. Ohio 
camehext, with 26,367; Indiana, 26.193; 
Michigan, 18,433; Iowa, 16,564; Pennsy!l- 
vania, 16,020; New York, 15.355. Then he 
demonstrated how Galesburg lead as a center, 
and asked, considering the number of colleges 
and churches: Isn't it hypocrisy?’’ 

Inquiry shows that the doctor’s figures are 
absolutely correct. The Circuit Clerk, when 
interviewed, said the entries seemed to be on 
the increase. For the October term there 
were twenty-six cases entered, for the June 
term twenty-three. Thus far three or four 
cases have been entered to the next term. 
Saturday afternoon Judge Smith heard the 
evidence and granted decrees in four cases. 
The cause in each instance was desertion. The 
first case entered in 1293 was a divoree. To 
Nov. 1 there were filed fifty applications for 
divorce and 334 applications for marriage, so 
that 1893 promises not to break the un- 
savory record. 

No,“ said Mr. Stuckey, the Circuit clerk. 
Judge Smith is not lenient. If the plaintiff 
under the law as it now is makes the proof he 
has no other course than to issue the decree. 
Of course he has to ascertain that he is not 
being imposed on. The fact is that not one 
in ten of the defendants appears in court. 
They default. There is thus no tight. It is 
possible that the act making desertion a crim- 
inale offense may lessen the number of 
divorces, but that is to be seen, for a grand 
jury may see fit to inquire whether there was 
cause for desertion. I can see no remedy 
save the passing of a stricter law lessening the 
number of causes. I am 
trouble is not with the court but with the 
law.“ 

There is but one instance in which there is 
proof of an attempt to impose on the court. 
This occurred a couple of years ago in the 
case of Nancy Miller vs. D. C. Miller, an at- 
torney of Knoxville. Judge Smith disbarred 
him for five years, and he is still outside the 
gate. 

It seems likely that good will come to the 
county out of the revelations so seriously 
mu le by Dr. Blodgett. His position in sub- 
stance is that only thescriptural reason should 
be a cause for divorce. He made a graphic 
picture of the thousands of families that are 
yearly separated in this State and of the de- 
moralizing effect upon the children, society, 
and the government. 


TO BREAK UP REQUISITION ABUSES. 
Gov. Altgeld Explains a Rule That Effects 
Return of Alleged Criminals, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 20.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Altgeld was asked this evening if he had 
made a ruling that he would hereafter issue 
no requisitions except in cases in which in- 
dictments had been returned, and, if so, 
whether this practice would not interfere with 
the capture of criminals wanted in counties 
in which the grand jury did not meet fre- 
quently. He replied: 

There has been no such ruling. But in cases in 
which there are no indictments and have been no 
investigations by grand jury we require more 
than the mere formal complaint made before a 
Justice. We demand in addition to this an afii- 
davit from some one familiar with the facts, 
and those facts must be set ont in detail 
in order that we may feel reasonably cer- 
tain that a crime has been committed 
before we issue requisition papers. This rule 
was adopted because great abuses had grown up 
in the matter of ostensible bringing back kuck. 
tives from justice. It was resorted to by detéct- 
ives, constables, and Deputy Sheriffs, not only 
for the purpose of taking junkets all over Amer- 
ica at the expense of the State, but for the addi- 
tional purpose of making money out of the State, 
for they nearly always collected more than they 
actually spent, and in a large percent of the 
cases nothing ever came of the prosecutions. We 
have broken this abuse entirely up and yet have 
in no case refused to issue a requisition where 
sufficient facts were stated to show that a crime 
had been committed. 

Attorney-General Moloney today rendered 
an opinion holding that a by-law of a Build. 
ing and Loan Association, providing that 
every member shall have one vote,“ ig 
illegal for the reason that the Constitution 
provides that in all elections for directors or 
members of incorporated companies every 
stockholder shall have the right to vote the 
number of shares of stock owned by him.

FATE OF WORLD'S FAIR” BUILDINGS 
TO BE DISCUSSED TODAY. 


South Park Commissioners and the Expo- 
sition Demolition Committee to Try to 
Come to a Decision=Destruction of the 
State Buildings at Jackson Park Begins 
South Dakota and Ohio the First to 
Go=The Beer War to Be Settled by an 
Appeal Board. 


The South Park Commissioners and World’s 
Fair directors probably will settle the fate of 
the World's Fair buildings at a joint meeting 
in the rooms of the South Park Board at 2 p. 
m. today. All the Commissioners are ex- 
pected to be present and the representatives 
of the directory designated to be there are 
President Higirbotham, Director-General 
Davis, Solicitor-General Walker, and Direct- 
ors Stone and Gage. These constitute what is 
known as the Demolition committee. The 
meeting was called by President Higin- 
botham. He thought it time a formal under- 
standing be reached between the bodies. The 
Commissioners have claimed there was no re- 
quest formerly preferred for any decisive ac- 
tion beyond extending the limit of time for 
the removal of the buildings, and this they 
have declined to grant. 


„ don’t know what we are to do,“ said 
President Higinbotham yesterday afternoon. 
»The buildings I am afraid will not stand 
much severe weather, Already somo of the 
staff work is beginning to scale off, and it 
will cost a great deal to preserve the struct- 


ures. Again, I am afraid we have not the 
right to devote money to such a purpose. We 
all wish to see the buildings stand, but how 
are we going to do it? We might act as 
trustees in the expenditure of the fund that 
might be contributed for preservation pur- 
poses. According to my way of thinking, 
that is about all we can do.“ 

Other members of the directory besides Mr. 
Higinbotham feel the same way. They say 
they could probably spend money to tear 
down the buildings, but not to retain them. 
The only loophole would be their retention to 
secure a higher rate of salvage. 
General Manager Graham has figured 
out that to repaint the twelve build- 
ings would cost $36,000. Then 
the roofs would have to be looked after, and 
there would be necessarily fire and police 
service. The mere matter of shoveling snow 
from the roofs last winter cost $12,000. To 
keep up the entire show fortwo years it 
would cost, it is estimated, between $300,- 
000 and $500,000, If fagades around the 
Court of Honor only are retained the cost, of 
course, would be much less. But with bat 
tered roofs, broken windows, heavy wind an 
rain storms, it would take but a short time to 
wreck all that might be left. 

As soon as bad weather sets in and the roads 
become softened the heavy hauling which 
will be entailed by the removal of the exhib- 
its will ruin what roadways there are left and 
those preserved from destruction in this man- 
ner will be torn up by the contractors, who 
merely leased the material to the Exposition 
company. 


TEARING DOWN STATE BUILDINGS. 


South Dakota and Ohio Structures Soon to 
Melt Away. 


The demolition of the State buildings began 
vesterday morning. The storm broke in the 
South Dakota Building, which is to be recon- 
structed at Vermillion, and in the Ohio Build- 
ing, which is to be reconstructed at Cincinnati. 
Thewindows were taken out, the tiling care- 
fully removed, and the plank flooring and in- 
terior woodwork melted away. In a day or 
two the buildings will be a mass of ruins. 
Baker’s cocoa building is nearly leveled 
already. 

Ihe two large lions, made of staff, that 
have ornamented the approach to the New 
York Building, were taken down yesterday 
and will be sent to Albany, where they will be 
placed in an exactly similar position at the 
State building. They were designed by 
Potter, from an Italian model. Herter 
Brothers of New York removed also yester- 
day the fine mosaic lining of the niches in the 
ends of the portico, as they were designed as 
an exhibit. The bids for the building will 
be opened probably today and a sale maue. 

The colossal bronze statue of Brigham 
Young, which stood in front of the Utah 
Buildimg, was taken down and boxed yester- 
day. and will be sent to Sait Lake City and 
placed on a pedestal in Temple square. The 
stutue cost $:25,000, and its pedestal will cost 
$25,000 more. It was modeled by C. E. 
Dallin, Boston, 


BEER WAR BEFORE APPEAL BOARD. 


Commissioners Named by Thacher to Dis- 
pose of the Fierce Contest, 

The beer war is on again more fiercely than 
ever between St. Louis and Milwaukee.

IT BELCHES SMOKE LIKE A VOLCANO, 


Chicago Vesuvius Exhibition Company to 
Exhibit the Mallers Chimney. 

The Chicago Vesuvius Exhibition company 
has been formed to make a few honest dol- 
lars out of what has been heretofore consid- 
ered an intolerable nuisance—the chimney of 
the Mallers Building, at the southwest corner 
of La Salle and Quincy streets. The Chicago 
Vesuvius Exhibition company proposes to 
give Chicagoans an opportunity of seeing a 
good imitation of Vesuvius in a state of erup- 
tion without the trouble and ex pense of going 
to Italy. People on paying 25 cents will be 
allowed to walk up close to the top of the 
chimney and see the huge clouds of dense, iil- 
smelling smoke roll out, just like a volcano. 
Showers of ashes will also belch forth to make 
the visitors and every one in the vicinity, for 
that matter, just as uncomfortable as the 
ashes from a real volcano would. While there 
will not be any lava, there will bo an abun- 
dance of soot. Soot is not burying C hicago 
quite as rapidly as Pompeii was buried. 

This chimney is admirably adapted for the 
purpose. It stands out conspicuously among 
kindred abominations. The pillar of dark- 
ness that pours from it can be seen from any 
part of the down-town district. This pillar is 
kept up to a high standard of blackness from 
morning to night by a Murphy furnace, into 
which is fed that eminently successful smoke- 
producing material, screenings. Itis a great 
comfort, after digging the soot and cinders 
out of one’s eyes, to read in big raised letters 
on the iron front of this Murphy furnace that 
it is **srnokeless.”” So the furnace isn't to 
blame, you see. It is the fire that the grimy 
hired man keeps going in this unprotected 
“smokeless furnace” that makes all the 
smudge, 

The Vesuvius Exhibition company has, sev- 
eral other eligible locations in view in case it 
should fail to make a satisfactory barguin at 
the Matlers Building, notably the Venetian 
Building. Considering the size of the Vene- 
tian Building it produces a prodigious amount 
of smoke. It might almost be taken for a 
sugar refinery. And this Venetian Building 
chimney is one of the steadiest smokers in 
all Chicago. Itisa conspicuous, aggressive 
nuisance, Burke’s ‘* smokeless” furnaces are 
in use under each of the two 150 horse-power 
boilers. Only one boiler is in use now. 
When both are tired up the tenants of the 
Columbus Memorial Building. will have to 
wear wet towels over their mouths 

keep from sgirangling or else 
move out. The fuel is wet soft coal, which is 
practically as much of a nuisance producer as 
screenings. The fireman solemnly avers that, 
the Burke furnace “don’t perduce any smoke 
at all whatever.“ Now, as the fireman is 
down in the basement where his view of the 
top of that chimney is cut off by fifteen or 
sixteen tile floors his statement may be taken 
with a grain of allowance. But let that fire- 
man go up in any tall office building within a 
dozen blocks where he can get a good view of 
that chimney and he will see he is the victim 
of a cruel illusion, 

And even the Hartford Building at the 
southwest corner of Madison and Dearborn 
streets has a chimney that is a confirmed vic- 
tim of the smoke habit, An attempt is made 
to prevent smoke by using Washington lump 
coal and Black Diamond smoke consumers. 
But either the Black Diamond smoke consum- 
er does not consume smoke to any conspicu- 
ous extent or else a number of persons who 
have watched the chimney of the Harttord 
Building are the victims of a singularly per- 
sistent optical delusion, 

Take it all around the chimneys were emi- 
nently successful in making life a burden yes- 
terday. They were active in every part of the 
city. Black smoke poured out of hundreds 
of chimneys arid settled down toward the 
earth so that, although the sky was as clear as 
it ever gets and although the sun was shining 
brightiy, the air in the down-town district was 
gray and hazy. Objects were indistinct at the 
distance of a block and only the outlines of 
2 big buildings could be discerned at three 

locks, . 

And all this was due to the consumption of 
hundreds of tons of the poorest quality of soft 
coal in furnaces with ineffective smoke pre- 
veriting devices or with none at all. 

Attorneys for the litigants in the Hyde Park 
Hotel smoke nuisance dispute were in Judge 
Ewing's court yesterday. Affidavits were 
filed to show that no dense smoke had been 
emitted from the building since the order of 
court had taken effect. Judge Ewing said he 
would announce his conclusions Monday next. 
An appeal from the decision of the court 
was made to the Supreme Court some time 
ago. Judge Ewing said if the Supreme Court 
sustained the lower court the whole question 
of smoke nuisance weuld be finally settled. 
There was a possibility that it might be re- 
versed, however, and with that in view he 
didn’t want to seriously inconvenience any of 
the interests concerned at this time. 


IMPORTANT CHANGES IN MAIL TRAINS 


Chicago and New York Make Alterations 
in the Transfer of Letters. 

The abandonment by several trunk line 
roads of certain trains running between Chi- 
cago and New York, put on last spring to ac- 
commodate World’s Fair travel, has necessi- 
tated the making of a number of important 
changes in the handling of east-bound mail. 
The Pennsylvania, Lake Shore, and Michigan 
Central roads, which supply nearly all the 
through postal service, have rearranged their 
train scheduies so that nearly all the mails 
destined to the Atlantic seaboard, New En. 
gland, and foreign points have to be closed 
and shipped an hour earlier than formerly. 

The Pennsylvania limited, heretofore 2 v. 
ing this city at 5 o' clock in the evening, now 
goes out at 4 p. m. Therefore pouches for 
Pittsburg, Philadelphia, and New York sent 
on it cannot be held open for the reception of 
mail later than 3 o’clock in the afternoon, in- 
stead of 4. as has been the custom heretofore. 
The abandonment of the Lake Shore and New 
York Central Exposition flyer necessitates 
the transfer of the mail it carried, leaving at 
2 p. m., to the train which now departs at 4 
o’clock. The train formerly leaving here at 
3:10 p. m. has also been withdrawn and its 
mail service has likewise been turned over to 
the 4 o’clock train. Both these mails must 
befclosed at 3 o’elock. 

The Michigan Central has taken off one of 
its big trains, the one that leit Chicago every 
evening at 6 o’clock and arrived in New York 
at 6:30 next evening. Consequently the 
mails out on it now have to go on the regular 
4 p. m. train. As a result of these shiftings 
all foreign and domestic mail must be in the 
Postoffice not later than 3 o'clock. No 
changes have been made ia the arrival and 
distribution of the mails.

New Yor«, Nov. 20.—[Special.}—There is nothing 
like activity in the market. ‘All the life which is 
shown originates within the four walls of the Stock 
Exchange.

PRICES OF STOCK ADVANCE, 


The Expected Break on Account of the 
Lehigh Strike Is Not Realized. 


New YorxK. Nov. 20.—[ Special. Most people looked 
today for a break in prices on the news of the Lehigh 
Valley strike. This expectation was more natural in 
that the financial relations between the railroads 
and the workers on their payroll are ata point of 
great mutual irritation. It was not at ali impossible 
that the strike sentiment’ when once aroused on 
the Lehigh Valley might spread to other sections, 
Yet the stock market opened calmly and at once pro- 
ceeded to advance. The price of Lehigh Valley 
stock, whichis not dealt in outside of the Philadel- 
phia Exchange, fell several points, but aside from 
this there was no sign chat the labor re 
volt had any influence whatever on the market.

The Western Union Committee on Excepted 
Citits”’ will visit Cincinnati today and confer 
with the local Board of Underwriters regarding 
proposed rules and regulations. The committee 


is made up as follows: Chicago, R. J. Smith of 


the Traders’ and G. F. Bissell of the Harttord; 
St. Louis, George T. Cram of the Fire Association 
and Martin Collins of the American Central; 
Cincinnati, John H. Law of the Royal and F. . 
Bennett of the Etna; Louisville, J. H. M. Morris 
Of the five excepted cities Cleve- 
land has no representation. R. J. Smith left last 
night for Cincinnati. Last week he, with Mr. 
Bennett of Cincinnati and other members of the 
committee, looked over the St. Louis situation. 
It is possible that a visit will be made at once to 
Louisville and Cleveland. Peculiar conditions 


are met with in ach of the five cities. In Chi- 


cago the large representation of non-union com- 
panies in the local board complicates’ matters. 
In St.Louis there are a number of mutual com- 
panies which are hard to control, and in (Ctnecin- 
nati and Lonisville there are a number of local 
companies which are apt to make trouble on 
slight provocation. The condition of the fire-in- 
surance business just now, however, is such that 
the various local associations are willing to 
agree to anything which promises an improve- 
neut. 


RESENT THE RECENT ADVANCES, 


Property-Owners Protest and Are Agitat- 
ing Marked Reprisals. 


The agitation against the recent 20 per cent 
advaace in rates ordered for the Dakotas, Wis- 
consin, and lowa is being kept up all along the 
line. Wisconsin has been heard from a namber 
of times, the latest protest coming from the citi- 
zens of La Crosse. The advance has been the oc- 
casion of no little dissatisfaction in Lowa and the 
Dakotas. A special dispatch from South Dakota 
contains the following: 


‘There is a general uprising on the part of the peo- 
ple of South Dakota over the action of the fire in- 
surance companies in raising their rates in this 
State. Evenatthe old rate it has bern shown that 


South Dakota has been a profitable field for the in- 


sorance companies and the people fail to understand 
why the rates should be advanced at this particular 
time. In retaliation for the raise in rates the citizens 
of Chamberlain will take the lead and in a few days 
will held a meeting to discuss various plans looking 
to the curtailment of the business transacted by the 
insurance companies here. The plan which seems 
to meet all requirements is for the business-men 
and citizens generally to appoint a Board of Direec- 
tors of three or four whose daty it shall be to insure 
every business upon the same basis that they are 
now paying insurance.companies. Notes to the 
amount of the premiums would be taken from the 

arties insured. These notes would be secured so 


hat they would be equal to money in ease the 


amounts were needed to pay off a fire loss, Should 
a fire occur where the property was thus insured tt 
would be paid on the same basis as adopted by the in- 
surance companies. It is almost certain that some 
such plan will be adopted by nearly every city and 
town in the State. 

This seems to be a sort of mutual insurance 
scheme which is to take away the business of the 
old line companies, These protests are all pro- 
jected on the same plan. They consistof an ar- 
gument that the local conditions taken by them- 
selves do not warrant an advance in rates aud a 
covert threat of amutual company in case the 
rates are reduced, Insurance managers who 
know what to expect when the annual statements 
are made this year say that the prospects for still 
further increases are better than the prospects of 
any reductions. 


Original Stockholders Sued. 


A suit has been filed against a number of di- 
rectors and stockholders of the old Citizens’ In- 
surance company in which jadgment to the 
amount of $108,000 is asked. The plaintiff is 
Charles T. Greve, receiver of the new Citizens’ 
Insurance company, which has proved a dismal 
failure. The receiver will by means of the suit 
attempt to obtain judgment against F. X. Reno; 
Charles F. Runck, George Fisher, Isaac H. Mack, 
John F. Follett. J. G. Isham, I. M. Simon, and PF. 
A. Pickering. The basis of the suit is an allega- 
tion that assets of the old company were removed, 
without right of law and fraudulently. subse- 
quent to Jan. 1. 1893. The gentlemen who are 
made defendants are charged with the withdraw- 
al of these assets from the treasury of the com- 
pany and the conversion of them to their own 
use, 


Milwaukee Elevator Rates. 


The Milwaukee Board of Trade has been labor- 
ing under the impression that Chicago has been 
especially favored in the line of grain insurance 
rates on stock in elevators. It recently an- 
nounced that a committee would be sent to this 
city to look into the matter of rates and attempt 
to eliminate an element unfavorable to Milwau- 
kee in the competition for grain business. Inves- 
tigation ddvelops the fact that elevator rates in 
Milwaukee are much lower than the ratesthrough 
the Northwest and notably in Minneapolis. St. 
Paul, Superior. Duluth, and elsewhere, where 
the construction and protection are not inferior, 
The average rates in Chicago run from 1% to 2% 
per cent. but in many cases the elevators that 
rate the lowest are /equipped throughout with 
automatic sprinklers and are unexposed. 


Fire Loss of a Week, 


The fire loss for the week ending Nov. 17, ac- 
cording to the Standard, is $2,314,500, A Mem- 
phis tire is debited with $500,000, a fire in a 
brick-making establishment at Utica, N. V., with 
$200,000, and an elevator fire at Fergus Falls 
with $100,000, The fire waste since Jan, 1 is 
given as $118,147.000, or $369,203 a day. The 
estimated loss for the year at, the same ratio is 
$134,759,000.

The Chicago Board of Marine Underwriters 
has advanced insurance rates oh grain to $1.10 
per $100 to Lake Erie and Georgian Bay, $1 to 
Port Huron and Sarnia, 81.20 to Lake Ontario 
and Ogdensburg, and $1.50 to Montreal. 


Last Tuesday all fire insurance companies 
doing business in Omaha and South Omaha, 
Neb., made an advance in rates of 20 per cent. 
The action is based on the “ inadequacy of the 
fire protection in the two cities and the opera- 
tion of the valued policy law.”’

cross streets at intersections at the time of ap- 
plication. 

Before the issuance of a permit by the Com- 
missioner of Public Works for the placing of 
poles and aerial conductors applications and 
plans should be filed with said Commissioner, 
showing the size, number, and location of poles, 
cross arms, fixtures, cables, and wires to be placed 
on the streets and alleys, and the number, size, 
and location of poles, cross arms, fixtures, cables, 
and wires mentioned on the streets or cross 
streets at the time of application. 

For the reasons stated I cannot approve the 
ordinance as submitted for my consideration, 
and herewith return it with my veto.

Madden Makes a Statement. 


Ald. Madden rose to a question of personal 
privilege. He read from a morning paper a 
statement reflecting on him as Chairman of 
the Finance committee. The Alderman then 
sent to the Clerk the following communica- 
tion, which was read, in substance as follows: 

Much has recently been said about the financial 
condition of the city, and attempts have been 
made to place the responsibility for the present 
shortage of funds on me. The absurdity of these 
attempts and the motiyes which inspired them 
must be apparent. With the general public the 
case is different. They are doubtless not aware 
that the Chairman of the Finance committee has 
nothing whatever to do with the expenditure of 
city — It has been said through the 
columns of a morning paper that in three 
years $3,000.000 of the general fund has been 
used and that the city has not now a penny of 
reserve fund. if this statement were not so poe) 
ulous it might well create alarm. It is a_well- 
known fact that the city taxes are not collected 
until the year following the making of each an- 
nual appropriation ; that from the general fund, 
amounting to $3,600,000, we are _— to pay 
our current bills; that were it not for this general 
fund the city would be — to issue scrip, 
which scrip could not be tedeemed until one 
year from the date of issue. 

This general fund is what may be termed the 
city bank account, from which we borrow pend- 
ing the collection of taxes. As the taxes are col- 
lected from year to yearthe fund is replenished 
—and only used again to bridge over until cellec- 
tions again begin. This fund is made up of un- 
expended balances, to the credit of different funds, 
not reappropriated.

Mayor Speaks of the Deficit, 


When the Clerk finished reading Mayor 
Swift told how he and Ald. Madden talked of 
finance and fpund a larger deficit than the 
one published The next day he asked the 
Controller for a report. it was pub- 
lished. ‘*The report shows a clear deficit 
of $1,334,000,” he said. We determined 
that some rigid economy must be exercised. 
We suggested cutting down the police force 
500 men. We thought that impossible. We 
thought of scaling salaries. We may do that. 
The fact remains we have to face a deficit of 
$1,334,000. I know not how it occurred, I 
do not say it occurred the last six 
months. There is a deficit. What are we to 
do about it? It was right to give the state- 
ment to the Finance committee, where it be- 
longs. Ido not cast aspersions on any one. 
It is unfair, ungenerous to hint that any mem- 
ber ofgsthe Finance committee has not done 
his duty. I never said so. I gave the state- 
ment out and said I did not know that it was 
a fair statement. The condition may be 
worse. My expert has been at work and 1 
will be ready to give you the exact statement 
ina fewdays. We must face the isgue; if it 
means — down salaries we must cut 
them down. Finally, I wish to tell Ald. Mad-

Lake Street L“ Amendments Fall. 


Ald. Ryan called up the ordinance amend- 
ing the ordinange uf the Lake Street L' so 
that the north branch of the road may be 
built as follows: 

Commencing at some point of the main line of 
said road on Lake street between Leavitt street 
and California avenue on the west, and thence in 
a northerly direction to some point or place be- 
tween Chicago avenue on the south and Potomac 
avenue on the north, and thence ina westerly 
direction to some point or place between Rock- 
well street on the east and California avenue on 
the west, and thence from said last-named point 
in a northerly direction to some point or place 
1,000 feet north or south of Diversey street, and 
thence from said last-named point in a north- 
westerly direction to the city limits. 

A letter from Knight & Brown was read. 
They say the line, as laid out in the original 
ordinance, crossed many railroad tracks and 
would not accommodate as many people as 
the new route. It is proposed to extend the 
new line to Humboldt Park at once. 

Ald. Powers introduced an amendment to 
the old ordinance extending from December, 
1893, to July, 1894, the time for the com ple- 
tion of the line on Lake street. He explained 
that the company had been delayed on ac- 
count of having built a part of its line over 
a city water main. The amending ordinances 
failed of passage by the following vote: Yeas, 
28; pays, 27; thirty-five votes bei neces- 
sary to pass an ordinance.

Ald. Ernst presented an order for an ordi- 
nance for the paving with asphalt of La Salle 
avenue, from Division street to North Clark 
street, Ald. O'Neill objected to participating 
in another fight over the question of paving 
La Salle avenue. Ald. Ernst said the 
old ordinance provided for asphalt from 
Chicago avenue to North Clark street 
while the new ordinance will cover the street 
from Division street north. The objectors to 
asphalt, he said, live south of Division street. 
The matter was referred to the Department 
of Public Works for an ordinance in accord- 
ance with the order.

ELECTION BOARD'S OFFICIAL COUNT. 


Results in Thirty-four Wards and Cicero, 
with One Missing. 

The Board of Election Commissioners yes- 
terday finished their revision of the ballots 
cast in the late election and struck the official 
totals for the thirty-four city wards and Cic- 
ero. Asaresult of their revision they de- 
clared George Edmanson, Democrat, elected 
County Commissioner by 54 votes ever Dan- 
iel J. Deasey. Republican, the next highest in 
number of votes. Payne, candidate for Su- 
perior Judge, was the only other Democratic 
candidate elected. 

Mr. Deasey, through ex-Corporation Coun- 
sel John S. Miller, entered a formal protest 


against the election of Mr. Edmanson, charg- 


ing fraud in the count. The particular charge 
is made, against the returns of the Twenty- 
ninth Precinct of the Thirtieth Ward, where 
Nicholas Doody, Maurice Guerin, and John 
Zeder acted as judges and James Lilly 
and John Farrell as clerks, | This precinct 
polled 144 votes. of which 122 were for the 
Democratic candidates and 22 for the Re- 
publicans. Mr. Deasey states his case as fol- 
lows: 

I charge that the Republican judge and clerk 
in this precinct were intimidated from perform- 
ing their duties; that the Democratic officials 
‘fixed’ the ballots and returns to suit them- 
selves; that over half the blank ballots sent to 
the booth were destroyed before 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon so that Republicans could not vote; 
and that for an hour in the afternoon the ballot- 
box was removed from the polling place and was 
in the secret custody of the Democratic officials. 
Furthermore, I wish to saß that half the voters 
were accompanied into the booths by Shine” 
Egan, and when the Republican clerk protested 
he was simply told to shut up. 

These charges are supported by Clerk Far- 
rell, although the Election Comunissioners 
have Farrell's sheet certifying to the correct- 
ness of the returns. He admits he signed it 
but says he thought he had to. 

Chief Clerk Taylor says: 

There is not a better set of returns in the city 
than those from that precinct. All the books and 
tally-sheets agree, and the judges and clerks 
seem to have worked in perfect harmony. In 
regard to no ballots being there at 3 o'clock 1 
can only say that I sent 300 ballots there. The 
returns came back in two envelopes, on one of 
which was marked 144 ballots” and on the 
other 156 blank ballots.“ From that I should 
argue that there were ballots for voters at any 
time of the day. Of course 1 cannot say that 
envelope does contain 156 blank ballots. 

The judges and clerks of the precinct have 
been ordered to appear before the Election 
Com missioners this afternoon. 

With the exception of the Eighth Precinct 
of Thornton the revision of the vote in the 
country towns was also completed, so far as 
concerned all candidates but Browning and 
Boyle, Democratic candidates for Circuit 
Judges, and Edmanson. Democratic candidate 
for President of the County Board. The re- 
turns from this predinct have not yet been 
sent in, although the judges have been noti- 
fied toappear withthem, When received it 
is stated they will not materially affect the 
general result.

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STURM CASE DECIDED FOR PLAINTIFF. 


Old Indiana Suit Settled by United States 
Supreme Court. 

Wasuinerton, D. C., Nov, 20.—The case of 
Herman Sturm against Herman Baker et al. 
of New York, appealed from the Circuit Court 
tor the District of Indiaha, was decided today 
in the Supreme Court of the United States in 
favor of the plaintiff. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 20.—[Special.]— 
The suit of Gen. Sturm continued for thirteen 
years in Indiana courts. The famous law 
firm of Baker, Horde & Hendricks fought the 
claim with great ability and all three died be- 
fore the decision. Gen. Sturm was engaged 
in the business of shipping arms to Mexico 
during the Maximilian troubles. One ship 
bearing arms foundered and the arms had to 
be thrgwn overboard from two others to save 
them. Out of the loss of these arms arose 
a long series of suits to collect 
$283,000. This money when collected was 
kept by Baker & Co., who held that the goods 
were purchased by Sturm and not consigned 
and that he was liabie for the loss. Sturm’s 
contract showed the contrary, and to recover 
thia money -he brought proceedings in the 
courts in this city. It was averred by the de- 
fense that certain papers and letters produced 
by Sturm in evidence were forgeries. Circuit 
Judge Gresham held that they were forged 
and dismissed the bill, District Judge Woods 
dissenting. From the order dismissing the 
bill an appeal was made, which was decided 
tuday in the United States Supreme Court. 


OBJECT TO WAGEWORKERS’ CONCERT. 
Members of the Apolle Club Say It Does 
Not Achieve Its Purpose, 

The establishment of the wageworkers’ con- 
cert for this year,as proposed by the Board of 
Management of the Apollo club, has created 
some dissension among its members.

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NEW TRANSIT SCHEME 


NEW YORK OAPITALISTS OFFER TO 
BUILD THE PROPOSED ROAD. 


They Are Willing to Conform to the Stipu- 
lations Laid Down by the Commission 
Proposal with Others to Be Consid- 
ered Friday—Speakers and Plans for 
the Chamber of Commerce Dinner To- 
night- Chicago Man Sues 8. V. White & 
Co. — General News from Gotham. 


New York, Nov. 20.— [Special. IJ. W. 
Reno and Joseph G. Hillam appeared before 
the Rapid Transit Commission this evening 
with a scheme to shorten distances in New 
York. They represent a syndicate, they said, 
ready to put $30,000,000 into an under- 
ground rupid transit railroad which will fol- 
low out the line proposed by the commission. 
They said it would take from three to five 
years to construct the road; that they were 
ready to pay the expense ineurred by the 
Rapid Trausit Commission, not to exceed 
$150,000, to pay for the incorporation, which 
would cost $50,000 more, and provide all 
of the capital for the road’s completion. 
Finally they offered to give the Controller 
$1,000,000 in capital stock as a sop for the 
city. Neither Mr. Reno nor Mr. Hillam 
would say who the capitalists were who backed 
up the scheme, although they promise to 
tell the Commissioners confidentially. They 
will give the names of the capitalists at the 
meeting of the Commissioners Friday. Com- 
missioner Bushe presented a series of reso- 
lutions providing for a system of elevated 
roads. He pressed the resolutions for a 
vote, but Commissioner Inman asked that the 
final vote be postponed till Friday. The 
Bushe plan contemplates two systems; For 
the West Side it consists wholly of elevated 
tracks, while on the East Side it is an elevat- 
ed system to Thirty-fourth street and then an 
underground to the northern terminus.

Chicago Man Sues S. V. White & Co, 


The firm of Stephen V. White & Co., com- 
posed of Deacon White, A. W. Allen, 
Franklin W. Hopkins, and Mr. White’s son 
Arthur, were defendantsin the Supreme Court 
teday before Judge Cullen in an action brought 
by Eugene Palmer of Chicago to recov- 
er two judgments which he claims were de- 
cided in his favor in the Superior Court in 
Cook County, III. One of the judgments was 
for $7,323 and the other for $9.828. White 
& Co., as brokers, had two offices, one in 
New York and’ the other in Chicago, the one 
in Chicago being in charge of A. W. Allen. 
Palmer did business with the Chicago office 
and after a series of transactions claimed that 
the amount of the judgments was due him on 
principal and interest from 1891. Mr. 
White denies any knowledge of Palmer 
until the commencement of this action and 
denies that he ever authorized Foster,McArdle 
and Jackson to appear for the firm. He as- 
serts that this was a personal matter of 
Allen’s with which the firm had nothing to do. 
In regard to the second action, he claims that 
the judgment was obtained by fraud. 


No Bar Now to a Duel. 

Mrs. Annie T. Gibert has won her suit to 
obtain a limited divorce from Audinet Gibert. 
Judge Bischoff of the Court of Common Pleas 
today decided in her favor, and ali that now 
remains is to determine the amount 
of alimony to be paid to her by 
her husband.

DARING ATTEMPT TO BREAK JAIL. 


Prisoners in the Columbus Penitentiary Do 
Some Clever Drilling in Stone, 

Cotumsvs, O., Nov. 20.—A lucky discovery 
was made at the pehitentiary this morning 
which spoised the plan of two convicts to es- 
cape. This mornmg Guard Ream paid a 
visit to the néw hall, having received a tip 
that a surprise was in store for himif he 
would make an examination of the floor of 
Cell No. 7 on the first range of H Block,where 
a close scrutiny disclosed the fact that a big 
hole had been cut through the stone flooring. 
The cell has been occupied outside of working 
hours by B. J. Holland, a twenty-year man 
from Williams County, and Joseph McGarey, 
a three-year prisoner from Ottawa County. 

About fifteen-different tools were found on 
the cell floor, and within two feet of the tear 
wall a hole had been cut through the eight- 
inch stone large enough for the body ofa 
man to pass through. The hole had been 
made by drilling a great many holes through 
the floor in a semi-circle at a point where two 
stones joined together. The drilli was 
done by aid of a breast brace and drill bit, 
and a smail crow-bar was used to pry the 
stone out. A few feet from . the 
place where the opening was made 
it became necessary for Holland and McGarey 
to chisel their way through a two-foot stone 
wall and this had to be done noiselessly. 
This was accomplished and then fifteen feet 
of solid concrete was struck before the big 
wall surrounding the cell block could be 
reached, and of course this had to be cut 
through before the schemers could get into 
the prison court. One wall had been already 
cut through and a start had been made in the 
concrete when Guard Ream made the fortu- 
nate discovery. The stone had been placed 
back in the hole every day since it wus re- 
moved, apparently in order to avoid discovery, 
and the drill holes had been — | uttied 
up with bar soap. This disguise ha dden 
all the evidence of their work so effectually 
that even when the cell was scrubbed out once 
a week no one noticed the opening that had 
been made, although it has now been learned 
the work began three months ago. 

Holland and McGarey both worked in bolt 
Shop No. 5, and, the former being a black- 
smith, had no trouble in making all the tools 
he wanted. They consisted of drills. bits, 
chisels. and crowbars, and altogether filled a 
good-sized basket. How the men pursued 
their work so long within twenty feet of the 

uard-stand without discovery is a mystery.

The decision of the board 
was announced Saturday evening. Sunday 
evening the City Hall employés of four wards 
met and were instructed by Chairman McGil- 
len, City Sealer Burke, and School Inspector 
Keane to get every Democratic name possiblg 
on the registers. This instruction will receive 
a liberal interpretation from the ward-heelers.

THE SELFISH SOUTH AND THE TARIFF. 
Deputations are going to Washington daily 
from different section; of the free trade South 
to ask the Cammittee on Ways and Means to 
let Southern industries and products alone in 
revising and reducing tariff duties. These in- 
dividuals are willing and even anxious that 
Northern industries “should be deprived of 
protection, but they do not want their own to 
be touched. While firm in the conviction 
that protection is unconstitutional north of 
the Potomac and the Ohio, they have no 
doubt of its constitutionality south of those 
rivers. Thus they thought it unconstitutional 
for the government to aid an international 
exposition at Chicago but perfectly proper for 
the government to aid a small fair at New 
Orleans. 

The Southern raisers of tobacco protest not 
merely against an increase of the internal 
revenue taxes on their product, but also 
against the lowering of the heavy customs 
duty on that article. They say that the South- 
ern grower has been benefited by those 
robber duties on leaf tobacco and c.gars, 
and that he cannot compete with Cuba and 
Sumatra unless they are retained. The rais- 
ers of potatoes in Virginia and of peanuts in 
that State and North Carolina and the grow- 
ers of rice in Georgia and Louisiana say that 
it never will do to repeal the duties which 
protect their products from the competition 
of other countries. 

The Louisianians are in favor of free wool 
and would like to see the woolen manufactur- 
ers of the North deprived of evéry vestige of 
protection, but they protest against the re- 
peal of the sugar bounty, which is the very 
worst teature of the present tariff law, and the 
one which has the least and weakest constitu- 
tional sanction. The orangg and lemon grow- 
ers of Florida want protection against Sicil- 
ian fruit, but they favor the repeal of all the 
duties levied on Canadian agricultural prod- 
ucts because their effect is to protect the 
farmers of the North from Canadian compe- 
tition. 

The South is nearly a unit in calling for the 
‘repeal of duties on fhe products of European 
munufactories which’ compete with similar 
‘goods made in this country, but when one of 
its own pet specialties is menaced then it 
says, hands off.“ The South wants a lop- 
sided, jug-handle tariff—a purely sectional 
one, not framed with an eye to principle, but 
to the protecting of one partfof the country 
and the injuring of another. 

But however inclined the Democratic mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means committee may 
be to carry out the wishes of the South for 
free trade in products which compete with 
Northern ones, they will be unable to do so. 
The Waterloo defeat of the Democrats on the 
tariff issue in Ohio, and to a less degree on 
the same issue in Pennsylvania, Massachu- 
setts. New Jersey, and Iowa, has made the 
Democratic members from those and other 
Northern States quite conservative. They all 
will take shelter behind Cleveland’s miscon- 
struction of the Democratic tariff plank and 
decline to stand on Larry Neai’s free-trade 
production. 

The bill which will be passed finally by the 
House will be a mild one compared with what 
the Democrats promised in their platform, 
and what they advocated on the stump and in 
their papers during the campaign of 1892. 
They promised the people one thing. They 
will give them a different one. But what do 
these spoilsmen, the end and aim of whose 
political existence is office, care for consist- 
ency or triithfulness? 
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MUSIC AND THE WORKING PEOPLE. 

The Apollo Musical club of this city has 
discontinued forthe ensuing season the ur- 
rangements by which hitherto it has repeated 
its regular concerts for the benefit of the 
wage-workers, It is to be presumed the man- 
agers of the club have been led to take this 
action not because the concerts in them- 
selves ‘were failures or because there was any 
lack of interest in them on the part of tue 
wage-workers. The real cause probably is to 
be found in the financial burden which they 
entailed. The price of admission was merely 
nominal ard could not @e relied upon to meet 
expenses, for the cost of the wage-workers’ con- 
certs was not a cent less than the cost of the con- 
certs given to the associate members. The 
programs were the same, and the rent, salaries 
of artists and orchestra, and other items of 
expensethe same.. As the members of the 
club are workers themselves, the extra con- 
certs involved a tax upon them too heavy to 
be met in these hard times, when cconomy is 
the rule in every organization and depart- 
ment of business. 

In this emergency Director Tomlins has 
made a proposition to the Trade and Labor 
Assembly, which has been accepted with 
hearty enthusiasm. His proposition contem- 
plates the organization of a society of work- 
ing men and women to meet twice a week 
and Sunday afternoons for the study of music, 
the cost of which could be defrayed by levy- 
ing an assessment so small that it would not 
be felt by any member. As the hospitable 
people of Hull House have tendered the use of 
their hall free to the workingmen, andas Mr 
Tomlins will act as director and Mr. Lyman 
J. Gage as treasurer without compensation, 
there will be little or no expense except for 
music. From the financial point of view, 
therefore, the project is eminently practicable. 
That it is equally so from the musical point of 
view was demonstrated by the unanimous ac- 
ceptance of the proposition. 

There is every reason to believe that the 
new scheme will meet with success. No one 
who attended the wage-workers’ concerts 
could have failed to observe the interest of the 
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their hands following the soloists and chorus. 
It it be a pleasure to hear others sing, it is a 
still greater pleasure to do your own singing. 
Director Tomlins, if one mistake not, will 
find apt pupils among the working men and 
women, and with his skill and tact in organiz- 
ing and drilling choruses socn will have a so- 
ciety which will be a credit not only to him 
but to the city. If such a society at any time 
ehould need help there are plenty of generous 
people who will come to its assistance, Mean- 
while this organization of workingmen and 
workingwomen cannot fail to have the hap- 
piest results. It will bringa new element of 
pleasure into the hard lives of some of the 
working people without entailing any burden 
upon them. Their meetings will be events to 
which they will look forward with pleasurable 
anticipation. The tendency of their gather- 
ings wl be elevating and educational in the 
best sense, and life will be made easier and 
happier by reason of them. The scheme is 
one which commends itself from every point 
of view, and its progress will be watched with 
lively interest. 
FOR GOOD COUNTRY ROADS. 

In the North American Review Gov. Flow- 
er of New York advocates the building of good 
country roads as necessary to the comfort and 
prosperity of the people. He takes it for 
granted that nobody is opposed to good roads, 
but the trouble is how to get them. Those of 
the farmers who are most apathetic are so 
only because they shrink from meeting the ex- 
pense they expect would attend the reforin. 
Many of the number would have no objection 
to the work being done by convict labor. The 
great point to be gained is that the average 
farmer be convinced good roads would be 
worth to him more than the cost of construc. 
tion and maintenance. Prove that to him 
and there would be little opposition to the 
raising of the money required to pay for the 
work. 

The writer thinks the reform ought not to 
be undertaken by the National Government. 
The cost would be inconceivable. and it would 
give rise to charges of official corruption. 
favoritism, and political intimidation. He 
regards the State plan as less open to objec- 
tion, as it would have the merit of command- 
ing the best scientific knowledge and direction 
in the construction of highways, would conduce 
toa uniformity of good reads, and insure a 


complete network of them all over the State. 


Probably, it would roquire less agitation to 
get a State legislative body committed to 
a comprehensive system of good road- 
making than to persuade a hundred small 
legislative bodies (in counties) to under- 
take a similar project for their own 
smal localities. Moreover, in most of 
the populous States of the East, and 
in some of those farther West, much the 
greater percentage of cost would fall on the 
people of the cities, among whdm the senti- 
ment in favor of good roads seems to be 
strongest, and not on the agricultural commu- 
nities, which he saysare already overburdened 
with taxation. But he objects to the State 
system as being in line with the tendency to- 
wards State socialisin, and says that for any 
except the smallest States it would necessitate 
the creation of a powerful political machine, 
perhaps sufficiently strong to control elec- 
tions. As a political menace its duration 


the construction of State highways, but would 
be perpetuated with indefinitely continuing 
appropriations and the continuous appoint- 
ment of thousands of officials and workers. A 
misuse of such power would entail more seri- 
ous evils than a lack of good roads. 

The township road system embodies the 
principle of loca! option and home rule in the 
extreme application. But that is its chief de- 
fect. In every coynty there is at least one 
principal village or city where the business 
of the people of the county is transacted. It 
is the center from which lines of communica- 
tion radiate to the surrounding towns. With 
such conditions it would be of little profit to 
one township to expend much money on its 
own highways if the neighboring township re- 
fused toimprove. The load the farmer can 
take to market 1s determined by the worst 
point in the entire road he has to traverse, 
and thus the character of each leadmg 
market road is kept down to that of the 
worst part in any of the towns through 
which it passes. Moreover; the smaller the 
area of taxation the more  econom- 
ical the taxpayers are apt to be. But 
the township plan could be profitably and 
wisely joined with the county system, which 
respects local feeling as regards the amount 
of money to be expended and the Incation of 
the roads, and comprehends a territory with 
common interests and homogeneity in its 
aggregation of towns. 

Legislation for county improvement of 
roads was enacted in New York State last 
spring. The law is simple and optional. It 
provides that the supervisors of any county 
may adopt the county road system, and shall 
then designate as country roads such high- 
ways as they may deem best for the purpose, 
outside the limits of incorporated villages 
and cities. The intent of the law is stated to 
be that as far as possible these des- 
ignated roads shall be the leading 
market roads of the county. The expense of 
rebuilding or maintaining them is to be a 
county churge, the necessary funds being ap- 
propriated each year by the supervisors. All 
the repairs or improvements are to be done 
under the direction of a scientific expert. 
This County Engineer and the supervisors are 
to have sole jurisdiction over the county high- 
ways, and the Town Highway Commissioners 
are to have their powers restricted to this ex- 
tent. This enables any county in the State at 
once to undertake a comprehensive scheme 
of road improvement and to ‘distribute the 
expense thereof equitably through a series of 
years, so that the cost will be shared by tax- 
payers of succeeding generations who would 
be the chief beneficiaries of the improvement. 
If public sentiment is averse to bonding the 
work can be done more slowly by small an- 
nual taxation. ' 


BUSINESS DULLNESS, 

The surplus reserve in the New York banks 
at the close of last week was $65,400,000. 
The highest previous excess over legal re- 
quirements was the $64,700,000 reported for 
the close of July, 1885. The fact is all the 
more remarkable by comparison with the 
gteat deficiencies of the summer. Only a 
few weeks have sufficed to change the situa- 
tion from one of terrible stringency to finan- 
cial plethora. Of course the one is a reaction 
from the other, and it is scarcely more 
healthy, though not so oppressive to business 
interests. The accumulation of funds noted 
is proof positive of great dullness in business 
circles. Merchants and manufacturers hesi- 
tate to borrow money, and the only reason for 
such hesitancy must be a lack of apparent in- 
ducement to use the money with a hope of 
reasonable profit. 

People at the East think it is quite possible 
there will be a further increase in the jsurplus 
reserve of bank funas. They say this is not 
the time of year when business enterprises 
usually show signs of radical awakening. and 
that the present dullness is likely to be per- 
petuated through the winter. It may not be 
well to be too sure of this, as there arg some 


reasons for hoping it will be otherwise. It is 


well known that in mahy lines of manufactur-

would not be limited to the time required for- 
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that the silver discussion held its course, and 
that stocks of goods in thoso lines are now at 
a minimum. In these departments there is 
room for a revival of activity, though the de- 
mand cannot be expected to be anything like 
so good as it would be if the farmers were re- 
ceiving what they believe to be fair prices for 
their produce. Grain is selling at very low 
figures, especially wheat, and the producers 
cannot have as much money to spend on 
either necessities or luxuries as they ought to 
have to spare. But they will be purchasers 
all the same, if not in such large quantities 
as in some other seasons, and they cannot buy 
much without drafts on the manufacturers, 
us country stocks are admitted to be low in 
volume. 

Hence it may be inferred that though busi- 
ness is likely to be relatively dull the coming 
winter, with railroad earnings showing a fall- 
ing off and manufactures not so active as 
could be wished, there will be an improve. 
ment from present conditions. It may be 
necessary to accept lower rates of interest in 
order that the reviving confidence may be 
strong enough to take up and use the surplus 
bank funds at New York and other financial 
centers, but if so that will not be an unmixed 
evil, since it is one that generally works its 
own cure. Of course a great deal will depend 
on the attitude of Congress as gauged by the 
tariff measures expected to be submitted soon 
after the coming session opens. 
some reason to think the tariff reductions will 
not be nearly so radical as would have been 
insisted on but for the experiences of the last 
few months, while the time fixed on for the 
changes to go into effect may be so far ahead 
as not to interfere with a fair volume of pro- 
duction this winter. 

THE CONTRAST BETWEEN 1892 AND 1893. 

Every one is aware of the present condition 
of business in the United States. The great 
manufacturing industries are in a maimed 
and crippled state. There is no labor for 
tens of thousands of workingmen who have 
been earning their living in iron and 
steel mills, in the making of cotton and wool- 
en goods, and in leather, china, glass, earth- 
enware, and other manufactories. Some of 
these establishments are beginning to resume 
operations, but always with a reduced wage 
scale. 

Asa result of the lack of labor and wages 


ened materially, This has borne hard upon 
merchants, large and small, and middlemen 
of all kinds. The little storekeepers have not 
been able to sell their goods, and as a conse- 
quence have been

Such was not the state of affairs during 
If the people have forgotten the pros- 
perity which blessed the country then a few 
extracts [rom papers which had no politics, 
or which looked at matters through Demo- 
cratic spectacles, will show that hard times 
were unknown end unanticipated then. July 
15, 1892, the Boston Herald, a strong sup- 
porter of Cleveland and of a reduction of cus- 
toms duties, said: 

Where is the idle woolen mill today? There is 
none. Not only are the great majority of 
the wooleu mills employed, but many ... are 
contemplating enlargements and improvements, 
or such enlargements and improvements are al- 
ready begun. What does all this mean? It 
means simply the greatest consumption of wool 
the country has known for years. 

Two days later the New York Herald, an 
ultra Democratic paper. remarked : 

The business of the country is in a provokingly 
healthy condition. New industrial enter- 
prises for manufacturing iron, cotton and wool- 
en fabrics are going into operation in various 
sections. . In the face of such a condition 
of things the calamity howlers must remain si- 
dent. 

R. G. Dun & Co., whose reports are uneol- 
ored by politics, summed up the history of 
the preceding fiscal year thus: 

A fiseal year never matched inthe history of 
the country in volume of industrial prodw - 
tion, in magnitude of domestic exchanges, or in 
foreign trade has just closed. 

On the 10th of September, 1892, the Dry 
Goods Economist, whose leanings arein the 
direction of revenue reform,” felt con- 
strained to say: 4 

Dress goods manufacturors ought sto be happy 
this season because they are busy delivering the 
goods already ordered and booking orders for 
more. They can confidently look forward 
to a continuous run af business for the next six 
months. 

On the 6th of Decembor President Harrison 
in his last message to Congress made the fol- 
lowing statements, the truth of which no one 
disputed then or subsequently: 

The general conditions affecting the commer- 
cial and industrial interests of the United States 
are inthe highest degree favorable. A compari- 
son of the existing conditions with those of the 
most favored period in the history of the country 
will, I believe, show that so high a degree of 
prosperity and so general a diffusion of the com- 
forts of life were never before enjoyed by our 
people. There has never been atime in our 
history when work was so abundant or when 
wages were as high, whether measured by the 
currency in which they are paid or by their 
power to supply the necessaries and comforts of 
life. This brief exhibit of the growth and 
prosperity of the country will give us a level 
from which to note the increase or decadence 
that new legislative policies may bring to us.

To what is it due? The elections of two weeks 
ago seem to indicate that the voters have 
clear ideas on the subject. 
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“THE DAY AFTER THE FAIR.“ 

The close of the Columbian Fair has thrown 
a great many people out of employment, not 
alone the thousands who were at work on the 
Fair grounds, but a larger number outside. 
Just now the greatest surplus of labor ap- 
pears to be in the classes of waiters and do- 
mestic help, especially the latter. The re; 
vulsion is all the greater as the hired girl had 
things pretty much her own way during the 
last six months, exacting the highest pay and 
performing the minimum amount of service 
therefor. The average domestic obtained 
from one and a half to two times the weekly 
compensation that was the rule a year ago, 
and insisted on privileges which then would 
have been refused. Her employers were in 
one sense of the term helpless. They had to 
submit or. be helpless in the other sense, and 
not afew took the second horn of the dilemma, 
preferring to do their own work rather than 
agree to pay what they regarded as outrageous 
wages for inefficient service. Indeed, not a 
few of the housekeepers in the suburbs and 
near-by country towns had to accept that 
horn, whether or no, as it was impossible to 
hire help where the conveniences of city life 
were absent. 

A few days have changed all that.” The 
hired girl is out. That is, she is out in’ such 
numbers as to overrun the employment 
agencies, and by her competition beat down 
the compensation of her sisters to nearly the 
same rates that prevailed before the opening 
of the Fair, Only a few of the thousands who 
came here from other points to join iu reap- 
ing the golden harvest have returned.

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RESPONSIBILITY OF WORKINGMEN. 

The President of the State Federation of 
Labor, which has just concluded its sessions, 
says: 

One important recommendation the convention 
made, which was overlooked, was that the gov- 
ernment should see to it that all the large plants 
throughout the United States now idle should 
be reopenod as quickly as possible. It is impera- 
tive the government should see to this, for it 
means quickly restored prosperity evorywhere. 


It is natural that the workingmen should 
call on the government,“ which means the 
Demogratic party in power in Congress, to 
see to it that the closed manufactories are re- 
opened. Their weli-being depends largely on 
it. Butit does not appear that while they 
were considering this matter they asked the:n- 
selves how those manufactories came to be 
closed, although nothing could have been 
more profitable than a searching inquiry of 
that kind P 

The members of the federation would have 


“found one reason for the closing of the fac- 


tories in the inability of the party which they 
helped to put into power to deal promptly 
with a threatening financial danger. The way 
to deal with panics is to nip them in the bud 
and not let them spread and gain strength. 
If the Democratic President and party had 
chosen they could have put out the panic with 
a bucketful of water instead of allowing it to 
burn itself out. 

The members of the federation might have 
asked themselves also how much the fears of 
the removal of protection of American indus- 
tries by a party which they did zo much to 
put into power has had to do with the closing 
of manufactories and with the reduction of 
wages in those which are running, and how 
much the removal of those fears would con- 
tribute to the reopening of the factories. 

The members of the federation should have 
tried to tind out how far they themselves were 
responsible by their votes last November— 


votes which put in office a party which tem- 


porized with the panic when the Republicans 
would have snuffed it out—for the unfortu- 
nate condition of the manufacturing indus- 
tries, a condition they deplore, and call on the 
Democrats in Congress to remedy. And then 
these workingmen, having ascertained the 
measure of their own responsibility, should 
have owned up to it and have promised that 


The senior Democratic organ asks: 

Why is it that local Republican journals evince 
such profound interest in preventing action by 
the Election Board looking to a day of special 
registration before the election of Dec. 19? 


So far as Tue Trreune is concerned the 
answer is a simple one. It is because such 
action by the Board of Election Commission- 
ers is in direct disobedience of the law which 
created them and which defines their powers. 
This may seem a weak reason to the senior 
organ, but in the opinion of this paper it is of 
vital importance that the officers of the law 
should be of all men the most scrupulous in 
their obeying it and not set evil examples for 
others to imitate. The city election ‘aw says: 

At any special election occurring in a portion 
of such city, town, or village, or which is to fill a 
vacancy occurring in a singie office {as is the 
case now] and at all judicial elections, at which 
no other than judicial officors are to be elected 
Jas in June, 1891), tere shall not be a previous 
revision of the registry. 

Inasmuch as the law says explicitly that 
there sball not bea revision of the registry 
books, but that thoseshall be used which were 


used at the November election and that no 


man shall be allowed to vote whose name is 


not on those November books, Tun Trisune 
is desirous that the Election Commissioners 
should obey the law, not because obedience 
may help one party or hurt the other, but 
simply because it is their duty when told per- 
emptorily that they must not do a certain 
thing to refrain from doing it. 

It seeins to be the opinion of the Democrats 
that they will gain some partisan advantage 
by having a special registration day. In order 
to get that assumed advantage they approve 
of a nullification of the law. That has been 
their policy time and again. It has never 
been that of Tue Trisune. It believes in 
strict adherence to law under all circum- 
stances,

The judges of election shbuld be required to

The election law has the followimg provis- 
ions: 

If the voter marks more names than there are 
persons to be elected to an office, or if for any 
reason it is impossible to determine the 
voter’s choice for any office to be filled, 
his ballot shall not be counted for such 
office. Ballots not counted. shall be marked 
‘* defective ’’ on the back thereof and inclosed in 
anenvelope securely sealed. After the canvass 
of the ballots shall have been completed the 
judges shall return them, together with the 
package containing the envelope marked de- 
fective," to the Board of Election Commissioners, 
which shall carefully preserve them for six 
months and at the expiration of that time destroy 
them by burning without previously opening 
them. 1 

It is impossible, thereforg, to know just 
what kind of mistakes were made by the men 
whose ballots were not counted, although the 
information would be interesting and valua- 
ble. There is no reason why the law should 
not be so amended as tolpermit that informa- 
tion to be collected. When the commonest 
errors of voters in marking ballots were 
known it would be easier to warn them against 
them or to change the law so as to guard 


against their occurrence.

FUNERAL OF PRINCE ALEXANDER. 


The People of Gratz Manifest Great Sorrow 
Tribute from Queen Victoria. 

Vienna, Nov. 20.—The funeral of Prince 
Alexander of Battenberg took place this aft- 
ernoon in Gratz. The weather was clear and 
the people, with whom the Prince was always 
a favorite, lined the streets from the villa to 
the Protestant cemetery. Six companies of 


Austrian infantry, with a band and 
color company, were stationed in the 
roadway opposite the villa, and dra- 


goohs and more infantry occupied the 
lawn near by. Nearly every formation of the 
Third Army Corps. in which the Prince heid 
his command, was represented at the funeral. 
The service at the villa lasted one hour, Dr. 
Liedenfrost, a Protestant clergyman, preached 
a long eulogistic sermon. The coffin was then 
covered with wreaths and was borne by sol- 
diers tothe cemetery, the troops presenting 
arms all along the road and the people stand- 
ing uncovered during the half hour’s march 
from the villa tothe tomb. The body was 
laid in a crypt. 

Prince Henry of Battenberg, Queen 
Victoria’s son-in-law, was the chief mourner, 
He was accompanied by the Duke of Wurtem- 
burg and Gen. Reinlaender, Commander of 
the Third Army Corps. Sir Eämund Mon- 
son represented Queen Victoria and WV. A. C. 
Barrington, Secretary of the British Embassy 
in Vienna, represented the Prince of Wales. 
They were followed in the procession by the 
other royal representatives and by the Bul- 
garian officers and students who closed the 
line. Artillery in the cemetery and infantry 
on the Francis Joseph Platz fired the parting 
salute. 

Among the masses of flowers wasa wreath 
of violets from Queen Victoria andthe Em- 
press Frederick. The Prince’s widow left on 
his coffin a wreath of camellias and hyacinths 
bearing the inscription ‘* We shall soon meet 
again.“

Nov. 20.—A dispatch from Valen- 
cia says great excitement has been caused at 
Torrente and Valencia by an attempt this 
morning to blow up the office of the Mayor of 
Torrente. There is no clew to the authors of 
the outrage. Two bombs exploded in the of- 
fice, but the damage was slight. How the 
bombs got into the office is unknown, as, 
since the Barcelona and Marseilles outrages, 
a close watch has been kept on all strangers 
entering public buildings. 

The police at Barcelona and elsewhere are 
still conducting an active search for Anarch- 
ists. Last night in making a house to house 
visit the police at Huerta, a short distance 
from Barcelona, came across a bomb manu- 
factory. The occupants of fhe place had fled. 
Six bombs loaded with dynamite were found 
and also the shell of another containing no 
explosive. 

Marseinies, Nov. 20,—The police visited 
sixty houses that were under suspicion of be- 
ing occupied by Anarchists. They seized a 
large number of Anarchist documents, but 
made only three arrests. The three prisoners 
are foreigners. A bottle containing six kilos 
of gum powder was found last evening beside 
one of the railways,

NERI GIVES UP WaR. 


SURRENDER OF THE MEXIOAN REVO- 
LUTIONISTS AT MEXIOALA. 


Insurgents in the State of Guerrero Fail in 
Their Contest with Gen. Bravo#Specu- 
lation as to What Will Be Done with 
the Leader of the Revolutionists- Maj. 
Henton, with a Troop of Cavalry, Ar- 
rives at the Scene of the Latest Dis- 
turbances at San Elizario—There Will 
Be No Empire in Brazil. 

Crry or Mexico, Nov. 20.— [Special.] — 
Meager reports have just reached this city of 
the unconditional surrender of the Neri band 
of revolutionists in the State of Guerrero to 
Gen. Bravo. The event seems to point to the 
end of the turbulent times which have 
ruled on the southwest coast for 
many weeks. The scene of the surrender 
at the Town of Mexicala is mauy leagues from 
the railroad and the only means of communi- 
cation is by courier over one of the roughest 
stretches of country in Mexico. The only tel- 
egraphic communication available is by way 
of Toluca, and a wire message from that point 
late this evening confirms the news of the 
surrender, 

Gen. Jose Vincent Villado Governor of the 
State of Mexico, has been in the field in per- 
son to effect the capture and surrender of the 
Neri forces. His official report of this’ last 
event is expected to be sent to the President 
and government officials shortly and may 
reach the capital tonight. The turn of events 
now proves that the Guerrero revolution was 
the local affair which Neri has protested to 
the President it was from the start. 

What is to be the fate of Gene Canuto Neri, 
the leader of the late revolutionists, is hard to 
foretell. If he had been captured a short 
time ago the end of his rope would probably 
have been found promptly, but the surrender 
just made, together with the extenuating: cir- 
cumstances claimed to figure in the case, will 
give him a fair and impartial hearing at the 
hands of the Federal authorities. 

Ysueta, Tex., Nov. 20.—|Special, }|—Maj. 
Henton, in command of Company D, Twenty- 
third Infantry, arrived at San Elizario Sun- 
day at sunrise, meeting Troop C of the Sev- 
enth Cavalry, which had been ordered 
to San Elizario to prevent a band 
of twenty-five armed revolutionists from 
crossing the Rio Grande into this country. 
This morning Maj. Henton was informed that 
armed revolutionists were being massed at 
Saragoza, Mexico, opposite Ysleta. A detach- 
ment of the Seventh Cavalry was sent here to 
prevent the robbers from crossing to this side. 
A number of Mexicans came across to Ysleta 
this afternoon and said men were being armed 
in Saragoza and had crossed to this side to 
evade taking sides. 

An inflammatory circular printed in 
Spanish was taken from a Mexican this after- 
noon by Lieuts. Rogden and Corcorani. It 
called for 25,000 men to fight, and it offered 
#75 a month to each individual who presents 
himself armed with no less than 100 cart- 
ridges to any recruiting officer in Northern 
Chihuahua. It is signed by Santa Ana Perez, 
Commander. in-Chief of the North.

PIERRE WILL NOT BE EMPEROR. 


Denial of the Report That Mello Had Re- 
stored the Brazilian Monarchy. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. |] 

Monrsvipvgco, Uruguay, via Galveston, 
Tex., Nov. 20.—[Copyright, 1893, by James 
Gordon Bennett.|—The report that Admiral 
Mello had proclaimed Prince Pierre d’Alcan- 
tara, son of Count d' Eu, as Emperor of Bra. 
zil, is not credited here. It is regarded as a 
ruse of Peixoto to injure the insurgents and 
secure aid from the United States, Neither is 
any credence placed in the report that Admi- 
ral Mello and his squadron have escaped from 
the harbor of Rio, 

Maprip, Nov. 20.—Senor Moret, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, today authorized a denial! 
of the story that Admiral Mello had pro- 
claimed the empire in Brazil. The dispatch 
to the effect that Prince Pierre had been de- 
clared Emperor was sent to Sefior Moret by 
the Spanish Minister in Rio Janeiro, and was 
based upon a report current at the time in the 
Brazilian capital. 

Lonpox, Nov. 20.—A correspondent in 
Vienna went to the Neustadt Military School 
this afternoon and in company with the 
Governor, Count Blome, visited Prince 
Pierre in his apartments, The Prince, the 
correspondent says, is d live, healthy young 
man with dark hair and eyes. His left arm 
is weak and almost as useless as the German 
Emperor’s. 

Today he wore the school uniform. Count 
Blome said he was subjected to the same strict 
discipline that is maintained among the other 
eadets. He goes out once a week on some 
excursion with his cousin and fellow pupil, 
Prince Emmanuel, son of the Duke d’Alen- 
con. All other excursions or visits are forbid- 
den. 

Prince Pierre does not follow politics and 
he is quite uninformed concerning the course 
of events in Brazil. He frequently receives 
letters from his parents, but these letters do 
not refer to public affairs. The Prince is a 
favorite among the instructors. At present 
he is learning the Polish language. 

The Count and Countess d’Eu, who are in 
Bologne, France, declined to speak with any- 
body today as to the statement in the Debats 
that their eldest son had embarked for Brazil. 
The chamberlain of the household, however, 
declared that the statement was pure hum- 
bug.

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TO BLOW UPASTATUE. 
ATTEMPT TO DESTROY THE NELSON 
MONUMENT IN MONTREAL 


Honore Mercier, Son of the Ex-Premier, Is 
Arrested with Two Others, Charged with 
the Attempt at a CrimewA Dynamite 
Bomb Large Enough to Destroy a Block 


French Agitation Against English In- 

_ stitutions the Cause Alleged. 

Montreat, Que., Nov. 20.— [Special.] — 
French fanaticism against English institu. 
tions in the Province of Quebec blazed out at 
an early hour this morning in an attempt to 
blow up by dynamite the statue of Nelson, 
which stands at the head of Jacques Cartier 
Square, The statue was erected in 1808, 
when the neighborhood where it now stands 
was inhabited by the English, and was com- 
memorative of the death of Nelson and the 
battle cf Trafalgar, when Nelson defeated the 
combined fleets of France and Spain. Since 
then, however, the French have settled around 
where the statue stands and there it isnow ina 
French community. 

Bad blood has been stirred up over the 
statue by aseries of articles in the French 
journal, La National, which claimed it was 
a disgrace to French blood to have such a 
monument in their midst, reminding them of 
their humiliation at the hands of the English. 
The writer also viciously attacked Nelson’s 
private life. The result was an attempt to 
blow up the statue. 

Honore Mercier, son of the Hon. H 
Mercier, Count of the Holy Roman Empire 
and ex-Premier of the Province of Quebec, 
Paul de Martigny, son of Dr. de Martigny, 
and Alphonse Pelland, a young lawyer, were 
arrested at 1 o’clock this morning in the act 
of laying a fuse connécting with a dynamite 
cartridge placed at the base of the monument. 

The police were notified of the attempt by 
Gaston Hughes, son of the Chief of Police, 
who is supposed to have been one of the gang, 
but whofafterwards weakened and gave away 
his ** pals.”’ 

That the destruction of the monument had 
been carefully thought out was evident by the 
fact that a hole had been bored in the base to 
admit the dynamite cartridge. When the police 
seized him young Mercier was just placing 
the cartridge, and attached to it was a fuse 
twenty feet long. The city hall, the court- 
house, the Jacques Cartier Hotel, and the 
Riendieu Hotel surround Jacques Cartier 
Square, and the cartridge was iarge enough to 
have blown the entire block to atoms. The 
cartridge was carefully taken to the police 
station and placed in a tub of water. It was 
of such an explosive nature that D. Brainard, 
manager of the Hamilton Powder company, 
said if young Mercier had fallen it would 
have blown himself and the entire neighbor- 
hood up. The cartridge, was eleven- inches 
long ahd contained @ pound anda half of 
dynamite. ae. 

When asked why he had attempted to blow 
the monument up Mercier said: 

It was time the thing was blown up. 
has no right here.“ 

The three prisoners were brought before the 
magistrate this morning and released on bail 
and will come up for preliminary examination 
Thursday. Mercier is a Lieutenant in the 
Sixty-fifth Battalion, a French corps, and is 
Colonel of the Jesuit Cadets, and both of 
these bodies will stand at his back in his trial.

TALK OF COUGHLIN JURY-BRIBING. 


Venireman Luther T. Lundberg Is Dropped 
: Soon After Being Accepted, 

[Luther T. Lundberg, one of the veniremen 
in the Dan Coughlin case, was excused in 
Judge Tuthill’s court yesterday after having 
been accepted by the prosecution and the de- 
fense at Saturday’s examination. This was 
the one effect of a story that guined currency 
about the court-room yesterday morning to 
the effect that an attempt had been made to 
bribe jurors on the part of friends of the de- 
fendant. 

During the morning State’s-Attorney Kern 
had a long consultation with Judge Tuthill in 
cham bers, and afterwards Attorneys Bottum 
and Scanlan were cailed in. When the attor- 
neys came out chey wore inysterious looks and 
held short discussions with each other. State’s- 
Attorney Kern said before court opened: 

It is true that we have reasons for suspicion. 
A number of letters have come in to me warning 
us of an attempt to bribe the jury. Acting onthe 
suspicions and what knowledge we can obtain 
through investigation one venireman will be 
dropped. That man is Luther T. Lundberg. He 
has not been keeping good company and the de- 
fense have consented to drop him for cause. 
As to the eight sworn jurors, we have 
no reason to suspect them. Charges were 
made against Juror Weinberger, but we discover- 
ed that his threats had been the reverse of what 
had n expected. About four years ago he 
said if he ever got on the Cronin jury he would 
hang every defendant. Of course we are at work 
upon information which we have received. Our 
knowledge, up to this morning, was not sufficient 
to warrant an open action and Lundberg will be 
dropped quietly. i 
The information against Weinberger was 
that Juror Alcese and he had been together at 
the Revere House when both were veniremen 
and had talked of the possibility of bribing 
the jury. Weinberger had said something 
about the importance of the matter and had 
refused to talk further about the matter. 

Lundberg had made statements while being 
examined for a member of the jury which did 
not coincide with information in the posses- 
sion of the police. He claimed to know noth- 
ing regarding the Cronin case or any mem- 
bers of Camp No. 20 of the Clan-na-Gael, 
while State’s-Attorney Kern had it on what he 
considered good authority that Lundberg was 
on more than friendly terms with a member 
of the camp. : 7

They Advance No Reason as Yet—Sen- 
sition Caused in Church by the Au- 
nouncement=—Talk of a Protest and 
Even of Secession=The Minister Talks. 

The Rev. Philip F. Matzinger, for seven 

years pastor of Christ Chapel, Presbyterian, 

Orchard and Center streets, will be pastor 

there no longer. Why, no one but the elders 

of the Fourth Presbyterian Church know, and 


they refuse to tell. 
The removal of the Rev. Mr. Matzinger 


_ from the post he has filled so long may suit 
the elders of the Fourth Presbyterian Church, 


but it does not seem to suit any one else. 

The Rev. Mr. Matzinger would much pre- 
fer to remain where he is and his congrega- 
tion is so much worked up over the action of 
the elders that there is talk of an organized 


protest. Many a tear of sorrow and indigua- 


tion has been shed by the members of the 
flock, men as well as women, and they say 
things that cannot possibly be construed as 
complimentary. But the elders look mysteri- 
ous and say Wait, and you will see what you 
shall sec. 

It should be explained that Christ C hapel is 
an offshoot of the Fourth Presbyterian 
Church, Rush and Superior streets, of which 
the Rev. Thomas C. Hall is now pastor. 
While Chrigt Chapel is always spoken of as 
part and parce! of the Fourth Church, it is 
yet an entirely distinct organization of 225 
members, with its own pastor and workers 
and place of meeting. its own sphere of use- 
fulness—everything that goes to make up a 
ehurch, except its session,“ or Board of 
Elders. The elders of the Fourth Church ex- 
ercise the same authority over Christ Chapel 
as over the Fourth Church. 

Sunday morning at the close of his sermon 
Pastor Matzinger briefly and quietly an- 


“pounced that his pastorate was to cease with- 


in three months at the desire of the elders of 
the Fourth® Church. e announcement 
caused the liveliest sort of a sensation. From 
every part of the house could be heard the 
sobs of men and women. A hymn was sung 
in a dispirited way, the benediction was pro- 

nounced, and then the congregation crowded 
around to demand what it all meant. Of the 
225 members nearly 200 are under 22 years 
of age. They are pe mage men and women who 
have grown r the spiritual care of Mr. 

Matz ci i they are deeply attached to 
him. only answer the pastor could give 
to the anxious inquirers was that he nad been 
notified by the elders that his work there was 


to cease at any time he chose within three 


months. No reason had been given him, and 
he had asked not and would not ask for one. 

The news spread in the afternoon and at the 
evening service the church was crowded, 
jatnmed, packed to suffocation. Not another 
person could have squeezed in anywhere.

ATTORNEY SULLIVAN GOES TO JAIL, 


Judge Dunne Inflicts Severe Punishment 
on a Kefractory Lawyer. 

Six months in the County Jail was the pen- 
alty which Judge Dunne imposed upon Attor- 
ney Charles Sullivan yesterday for contempt 
of court. The sentence of the Judge was 
passed only after repeated failureson the part 
of the attorney to comply with orders issued 
against hin, and the punishment was severe 
because the offense had been flagrant. 

Michael Horowitz and the suin of $328 were 
the causes of Attorney Sullivan’s troubles. 
Horowitz is the man who was arrested in the 
Lake-Front riots: and found to have a bank 
account. His savings amounted to $3728. 
This man was arrested for disorderly conduct 
a few weeks ago and Attorney Sullivan was 
secured to defend him. It is stated that the 
lawyer promised to get him released if he 
would sign certain papers, representing, it is 
said, that tney were necessary to secure that 
end. Horowitz is an ignorant man and did 
not hesitate to sign the papers. In reality, ac- 
cording to the story. the documents 
were an assignment to Sullivan ot the 
$328, a confession of judgment for that 
amount, and a power ot attorney to sigan Hor- 
owitz’s name to his notes. The Judge promptly 
set aside the judgment and ordered the $328 
paid back to Horowitz. Attorney Sullivan 
then explained that he had charged that 
amount for attorney's fees. Judge Dunne re- 
fused to accept this @xplanation and issued 
another order to pay back the money. Yes- 
terday was the last day given Sullivan to 
make amends. but Horowitz appeared in 
court stating that only $130 had been re- 
turned to him. Judge Dunne then issued an 
order committing Sullivan to jail for con- 
tempt. 


ANOTHER NORTH SIDE CABLE BREAK 
Three Persons Are Injured Because the 
Gripman Was Careless. 

Three persons were painfully injured in a 
cable accident at Wells and Illinois streets at 
4:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon. Grip car 
No. 770, in charge of Gripman John Town: 
send and pulling a Clybourn avenue train 
south-bound, came dashing up to the curve 
into Illinois street. The gripman failed to 
loosen his hold on the cable soon enough, it is 
believed, and the grip went into the vault with 
a crash that brought the car to a standstill 
with a crash. A dozen passengers were vio- 
lently shaken and a number were thrown vio- 
lently to the floors of the cars.

DANGEROUS SPUR TO BE REMOVED, 


Piece of Track on Thirty-ninth Street 
Causes Much Trouble. 

General Counsel Grinnell of the Chicago 
City railway company had a brief conference 
with Corporation Counsel Kraus yesterday 
and agreed to at once take up the spur track 
leaving the main line of the company’s tracks 
at Cottage Grove avenue and extending for 
about seventy feet on Thirty-ninth street. It 
was upon this track that a rapidly moving car 
struck a man several days ago. inflicting in- 
juries which afterward caused death. 

In laying the track the sidewalk space was 
encroached upon and the track was on that ac- 
count dangerous. No permit wasever taken 
out for the construction of the track, which 
was laid in violation of the law. Mr. Grinnell 
admitted this and conceded that the company 

no right to the trackage. He agreed that 
it should be taken up at once and the pave- 
ment put in as good condition as before the 
tracks were laid. 

Had Mr. Grinnell known it he might have 
had the tracks removed without expense to 
the company by simply declaring he would 
not remove them. Corporation Counsel 
Kraus before he summoned Mr. Grinnell to 
his office dispatched a force of men armed 
with picks and crowbars to the corner with 
instructions to begin tearing up the tracks as 
soon as they received a telephone message 
from him. He feared Mr. Grinnell might try 
to get an injunction unless he reed to re- 
move the tracks and had determined that the 
work should be done before an injunction 
could be secured. The men did not get the 
message.

Upon the application of the Chicago Com- 
missary company Judge Tuley yesterday granted 
an injunction restraining the Chicago Telephone 
company from removing a telephone from the 
(Commissary headquarters, No. 146 Franklin 
street. The matter came before the court in the 
form of a bill filed by William Boldenweck, 
President of the company. This says the telo- 
phone company claims the exclusive right to use 
telephones within its territory for the purpose of 
operating a messenger service. he Com- 
missary company asserts that no such provision 
is contained in the contract it signed with the 
telephone company for the use of the instrument. 


Clew to the Zimmer Murder. 


A elew which may lead to the detection of the 
Highland Park murderer was found yesterday.

Attorney MAichrist Moves the Dismissal, 
as There Is No Case Against Him—Eis 
Name Was Used Without His Consent= 
Motion Will Be Argued Today to Take 
the Case from the Jury or to Instruct 
the Finding of a Verdict of Not 
Guilty. 


Before Judge Grosscup in the United States 
Court yesterday the former officers of the 
Guarantee Investment company were put on 
trial under the indictments charging them 
with violating the anti-lottery statute. Be- 
fore court adjourned the prosecution had 
rested its case and the charge against D. P. 
Slattery, one of the indicted directors, had 
been dismissed for lack of evidence. Slat- 
tery, who isa wealthy business-man of St. 
Louis, is said to have advanced the money 
which enabled the company to put up $100,- 
000 as a guarantee fund with the State Treas- 
urer of Missouri. His name is printed on the 
literature of the company as a director, but 
it was used without his consent, and District- 
Attorney Milchrist moved the dismissal of the 
case against him, because he was unable to 
prove his actual membership in the directory. 
The company used his name, it is said, to add 
a tinge of high-class respectability to the di- 
rectory. 

District-Attorney Milchrist was asked, after 
court adjourned, whether the case would go 
to the jury Tuesday. 

Ves,“ he replied, if it goes to the jury 
at all. Of course I don’t want to be quoted 
as saying that the case is one-sided. A mo- 
tion will be argued tomorrow morning to 
take the case from the jury or instruct the 
jury to bring in a verdict of not guilty. I had 


thought there were enough points of chance 


about the methods of the company to bring it 
under the operation of the anti-lottery law. 
Ex-Judge Collins thinks otherwise. We are 
trying the case in a friendly way, and are 
anxious to have the court rule on the points 
involved.“ ; 

Watch the W Closely. 

The defendants were represented in court 
yesterday by the legal firm of Col- 
lins, Goodrich, Darrow 4 Vincent, 
and Lyne 8. Metcalfe of St. Louis. 
The spectators’ seats were filled with 
plump and well groomed agents and officers 
of the company. During the day fully thirty 
ofticials of various ranks were in the room. 
They watcied the progress of the case like 
cats, whispering together and moving about 
the room, The McDonald brothers, at pres- 
ent the managers of the company, were con- 
spicuous figures. Whenthe government had 
rested and adjournment had been taken there 
was a general season of | congratulation 
among them. 

‘ Bah!’ said one of the officers as he left 
the room. They had made gut no case.’ 

Among some of the government officials 
connected with the case there is a feeling that 
the prosecution might easily have been 
pushed with more vigor. though they fail to 
locate the blame. Though S csistant Attor- 
ney-Geueral Thomas for the Postoffice De- 
beeen has sept no representative from 

Vashington he has said the department is 
anxious to see the methods of the company 
thoroughly ventilated. 

The defendants are George M. McDonald, 
President and General Manager; W. H. Stev- 
ens, Vice-President; Francis M. Swearinger, 
Secretary; and J. B. Johnson, a director. 
Joseph G. Talbot, who was President of the 
company under a former organization, is also 
under indictment, but he is not on trial in the 
present case. 


Basis of the Wb 


The indietments were found by the Federal 
grand jury in October on information fur- 
nished by Postoffice Inspectot Stuart, charg- 
ing the men with violation of that section of 
the postal laws which makes) it illegal to de- 
posit in the United States mail any letter, 
circular, or other matter in the interest of a 
lottery. It is said the Guarantee Investment 
company isa lottery in the, meaning of the 
law. The home office of the company is in 
St. Louis, but it bas a general office in Chi- 
cago, occupying Rooms 20) to 212 in the 
Adams Express Building on Dearborn street. 

All the defendants were in court at the 
opening of the trial yesterday. Assistant Dis- 
trict-Attorney Hand. in his preliminary state- 
ment to the jury, explained the business meth- 
ods of the Guarantee Investmient company as 
they were understood by the government and 
read the statutes under which it was proposed 
to show: that the law had been violated, 

Postoffice Inspector: James E. Stuart testi- 
fied:  * 

I desited to find out if there was any possibility 
of the purchaser of a bond or an officer of the 
. exercisi any power in fixing the 
number of that bond. It is desirable, of course, 
on the part of the purchaser te secure what is 
called a multiple.“ because it matures quickly. 
I was told all applications, as they came in, were 
put through a numbering machine, which record- 
ed the date, hour, and minute it was received, 
and that the number of the bod corresponded in 
all cases with the number of the application. All 
ap plications received in Chicago were sent to the 
home office in St. Louis, where the bonds were 
made out and sent to the purchaser. 


He Inspects the Books. 


Inspector Stuart went to St. Louis and in- 
spected the books of the concern. He said 
the number of bonds issued from the time of 
the organization of the company, Sept. 4, 
1891, until the clese of business Oct. 7, 1893, 
was 50,023. The number of bonds paid up 
to Sept. 30, 1893, was 1,534, of which 1,280 
were ** multiple“ and 2 254 mumerals.“ The 
number that had been allowed to lapse, on 
which the purchasers had paid various 
amounts and then discontinued their pay- 
ments, was 13, 849, of which 674 were “mul- 
tipiles *” and 13,175 * numerals.” 

_Postoffice Inspector Fleming corroborated 
C ‘apt. Stuart’s testimony. 

Charles R. Tuttle, employed by the com- 
pany us superintendent of agencies, admitted 
that the letters and literature in evidence as 
having been sent through the mails were such 
as were ordinarily mailed to inquirers and 
prospective applicants for bonds. 

Here the government, after submitting a lot 
of documentary evidence, rested the case. 
The defense will begin this morning. The 
counsel for defense entered‘ formal objection 
to the testimony of the Postoffice Inspectors 
wherein they related the company’s method 
of conducting its business. The objection was 
based on the fact that the company's methods 
had nothing todo with the charge that the 
matter deposited in the mail was such as the 
law prohibited. The District-Attorney in- 
sisted that it was necessary to show the meth- 
ods employed by the company in its transac- 
tions with customers to establish the fact that 
the scheme was a lottery. The court withheld 
its ruling. 

While the incorporation of the company was 
under ‘proof Judge Grosscup said: 

„Missouri allows a much wider latitude in 
the soreiation of corporations than does Iili- 
nois.’ 

The Alleged Compromise. 

Several weeks ago President McDonald of 
the company told a reporter of Tux Trisune 
the government was afraid of the case and 
was not willing to bring it to trial; that it 
was practieally certain that the case would 
never be tried, and that the manager had 
com promised the case with the Postoffice De- 
partment. At the time Attorney Milchrist de- 
clared the claim of compromise to be utterly 
false, and said he should prosecute the case 
with all reasonable vigor. 

At the same time these claims were made 
the company sent out gorgeous circulars de- 


claring to the public that it had won its 15

NEW HOME OF WORSHIP IS BUILDING. 


Work on Methodist Episcopal Church in 
West Pullman Begun. 

Work on the new Methodist Episcopal 
Church. to be located at Canal and One 
Hundred and Twentieth streets, West Pull- 
man, will be commenced at once, and it is 
expected the building will be completed by 
July 1, 1894. Durmg the last few months 
services have been held in one of the new

factory buildings at that place under some- 
what awkward circumstances, The church 
organization has a memtership of 150 per- 
sons, and the new building will seat 600. 
The design is Romanesque and the plans 
were furnished by Architect Francis J. Nor- 
ton. Brick will be principaily used in the 
vonstruction. As the picture shows, there 
will be a large square tower over the main 
entrance and one of lesser importance 
on the other side. The roof will 
be covered with red tile arranged 
in artistic designs. The entrance will be 
from One Hundred and Twentieth street, and 
from the vestibule a wide stairway will lead 
directly to the chapel. To the left, on Canal 
street. will be a side entrance to be used 
chiefly in entering the rooms in the basernent 
for the Sunday-school. In case of fire it is 
arranged that the side stairway may be 
pressed into service as a means of exit. In the 
basement will be also cloakrooms, study, in- 
fant, and Bible-class rooms. The pulpit will 
be in the center of the church; ‘the organ-loft 
and choir will be to the right of the pulpit and 
will communicate directly with the pastor's 
study. The seuts will be arranged in the form 
of asemicircle. The interior trimmings will 
be of cypress, and the ceilings will be elab- 
orately finished. The church will be heated 
by a combination of furnace and steam, and 
will contain all of the latest sanitary and elec- 
tric improvements. 


EIGHT POLICEMEN ARE DISCHARGED. 


Chief Brennan and the Trial Board Do 
Business=Building Inspection. 

Herman Marondy, the police officer who 
shot Charles Flader of No. 361 Ambrose 
street last Saturday night, was suspended by 
Chief Brennan yesterday pending an inves- 
tigation of the charges against him. He will 
appear before the police trial board next 
Tuesday. Marondy saw two men leading a 
third who appeared to be intoxicated. He of- 
dred them to stop. and the men. it is said, 
told him to mind his own business. Then, he 
claims, they tried to get his club away from 
him and, failing, ran. Marondy shot at 
them, inflicting a wound on Flader which ne- 
cessitated his being taken to the hospital. It 
is probable the officer will be discharged. 

The trial board order issued by the Chief 
last night contains eight discharges, as fol- 
lows: 

Otto W. Erickson of the Eighth Precinct, for 
intoxication; M. J. Galleryg Nineteenth Precinct, 
for maltreating a citizen : . — as Hayes, Seven- 
teenth Precinct. for entering saloons while on 
duty; Wilham Triphan, Nineteenth Precinct, for 
intoxication; Clarence Van Blount, Twenty- ninth 
Precinct, for intoxication: Charles Peterson, 
Thirty- third Precinct, for neglect of duty; Pat- 
rick J. Conlin, Thirty-fifth Precinct, for mal- 
treating a boy; David Frazer, Eight Precinct, for 
lounging on post. 

The board appointed by the new building 
ordinance to examine applicants for the posi- 
tion of Building Inspector will meet this 
afternoon in the office of the Commissioner 
of Buildings, who is Chairman of the body, 
and proceed to examine candidates for the po- 
sitions of the fifteen inspectors who were ap- 
pointed under the Powers order without hav- 
ing been examined and whose discharge 
Mayor Swift has demanded. The first men 
examined will be the fifteen whose places it is 
desired to fill. After they have been exain-, 
ined Commissioner ‘Toolen will insist upon it’ 
that the other members of the board inform 
him if the men have passedghe examination. 
If they have they will be retained; if 
not, others who were given certificates 
at the completion of the first exam- 
ination will be appointed. in their places. 
About forty candidates have been instructed 
to be on hand for the examination this after- 
noon. Commissioner Toolen will not descend 


upon the owners of sheds and temporary

The Harrison Will. 

CuicaGco, Nov. 18.—-[ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
A client of mine, an intelligent gentleman and 
the owner of much property, today called my at- 
tention to au editorial in your issue of the 14th 
inst. bearing upon a construction of a clause in 
the will of the late Mayor Harrison, After you 
admit that nothing could be plainer than his in- 
tontions you proceed to add that if the will were 
submitted to our Supreme Court for construction 
the provisions as made by the decedent would be 
declared worthless, not because his meaning 
was 8 but because he had used the wrong 
wor 

Now such an editorial, occupying asit did a 
prominent position in your valwable paper, must 
necessarily have a startling effect upon a large 
part of our commianity, who have or are about to 
make disposition of their property by last will 
and testament; and it would lead them to believe 
that any disposition that they might make of 
their property for the benefit of children or 
grandchildren would be useless, and that the 
title such children or grandchildren so acquired 
would be insecure unless the will was drawn by 
some extraordinarily expert lawyer. They would 
also be inclined to believe that either our Su- 
preme Court cannot be trusted to enforce the law 
us it is or that our laws are unreasonable and not 
in accordance with our advanced ideas of civiliza- 
tion. My object in writing these lines, which I 
hope you will give a place in your paper, is to re- 


move any wrong impressions that the editorial 


may have made upon the minds of your readers, 
such as it did upon my client, causing them to 
lose faith in our laws and the courts empowered 
to administer them. 

The rule in Shelly’s case, to which you refer, 
has been by our Supreme Court declared to be a 
mere technical rule of construction, and they 
have held that it must always give way to the ciear 
intention of the testator when that intention can 
be ascertained from the instrument in which the 
words supposed to be words of limitation are 
used. (See Belslay vs. Engel, 107 III., 182.) 
As to Mr. Harrison's will, even granting for the 
sake of argument that the rule applies because 
of his use of the words to the heirs of the body 
of my child or children, the construction you 
place on it is not correct—his children, neverthe- 
less, would only take a life estate in the one-half 
as proviaed and the fee would pass upon their 
decease to his grandchildren, and for my author- 
ity | would refer you to our conveyance act, Sec. 
6, and to a decision of our Supreme Court in the 
5 oo ot 1 vs. The Board of Supervisors, etc.

THROUGH TIOKETS TO SAN FRAN- 
| OIS0O SOLD FOR $27. 


Howard & McGorray Make the Sales, Rout- 
ing Over the Chicago Great Western, 
Canadian Pacific, and by Steamer trhe 
Lowest Published Tariff Rate §37<Jaint 
Immigrant Agency to Be Established 
in New York=—Eastern Shipments Afford 
No Eucouragement- Railway News, 


Nothing has so stirred representatives of 
Western roads in many months as the dis- 


covery yesterday that two men, independent | 


of any railroad line, were offering through 
tickets to ‘San Francisco for a rate of $27. 
When the information first became eurrent 
there was instituted a systematic effort on the 
part of bvery road competing fur coast busi- 
ness. It came in evidence that two men, 
Howard & McGorray, have opened an office 
in the Hotel Carnot, No. 249 Clark street, 
and advertised to sell tickets to San Francisco 
for $27. 

A reporter of Tun Trrsuys called upon the 
gentlemen yesterday. They were both out, 
but the clerk of the hotel on duty at the time 
upon being approached showed a ticket or 
receipt with three coupons reading: From 
Chicago to St. Paul; from St. Paul to Victo- 
ria; from Victoria to San Francisco.“ 

He explained that the “‘excursion” will 
leave Friday night from the Grand Central 
Depot over the Chicago Great Western for 
St. Paul: From there the route is over the 
Canadian Pacific to Victoria, and thence by 
vessel to San Francisco. The agents men- 
tioned demand a payment of $41, but as soon 
as the money is paid and a receipt issued $14 
is returned and the holder of the receipt is 
directed to the desk of the hotel, where he re- 
ceives a regular ticket in exchange for the re- 
ceipt. 

General Agent J. F. Lee of the Canadian 
Pacific could not be seen last night, but his 
representatives denied that this road had offi- 
cially adopted such methods. It was said it 
had been busy all day trying to discover what 
the deal means, Other roads were siinilarly 
engaged. However, it is not believed the 
men Howard & McGorray are otherwise 
than authorized agents of some road. 

C. D. Dunnan, City Passenger Agent of the 
Chicago Great Western, the road claimed to 
be the initial line in this new business, says 
he knows nothing about it. 

Up to 6 o’clock lastnight sixty-seven tickets 
had been sold under this scheme. 

The lowest published tariff rate over the 
same routes, Chicago to San Francisco, is 
$37. Previous to Nov. 15 the rate was $31. 
The various Western lines have taken this 
matter up, and it is expected some explana- 
tions may be demanded ina few days. It is 
known that to test the matter a representa- 
tive of the Wisconsin Central went to Howard 
& McGorray’s office and bought a ticket, 
and this is now on record. 


HAST- BOUND FREIGHT STILL LIGHT. 


Anticipated Increase in Shipments Does 
Not Materialize. 


The officials of the east-bound roads from 
Chicago find but little encouragement in the 
statement of freight shipments for the week 
ending last Thursday. There was an increase 
in through shipments of about 1,500 tons 
over the week previous, but shipments for the 
corresponding week last year were larger by 
about 4,000 tons. Navigation will close in 
about a week and that, no doubt, will have the 
effect of stimulating all-rail business mater- 
ially. Thetotal shipments of flour, grain, 
and provisions from Chicago through ta sea- 
board points and for export by the various 
Central Traffic Association roads for the week 
ending last Thursday amounted to 25,885 
tons, against 24,255, tons for the week pre- 
vious, and 29,723 tons for the corresponding 
week last year. Flour shipments last week 
were 2,299 tons, against 3,289 tons for the 
same week last year; grain, 14.401 tons, 
against 18,831 tons: provisions, 9,187 tons, 
against 7,603 tons.

President Mayer’s Statement of Figures Sat- 
isfactory to the Stockholders, 
Bavtimore, Md., Nov. 20.— [Special! 
President Mayer's report on the financial con- 
dition of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad was 
received with satisfaction by the stockholders 
at the annual meeting today, and his policy 
was heartily indorsed. The report shows that 
the gross earnings for the twelve months were 
$26.214,807, expenses 518.041.981, net 
earnings $7,172,825, a decrease of $271,576, 
The gross earnings were increased $337,449, 
the expenses $609,025, the latter owing to 
improvements, The total available income 
of the company is shown to be $9,210,666. 
After the interest on its own bonds and other 
charges were paid a_ balance of $2,513,440 
remained. Deducting dividends there was 
left $1,588,518, a large part of which was 
used to retire bonded debts, leaving a final 
balance of $828,807,a decrease of $444 
‘474. The gross earnings increased 1.30 per 
cent, the expenses increased 3.30 per cent, 


‘and the net earnings decreased 3.65 per cent. 


Freight earnings decreased 1.01 per cent; 
passenger earnings increased 8.05 per cent, 

There has been spent $2,523,025 for con- 
struction and betterments during the year, an 
increase of $827,523, More than 51,000, 
000 was spent on the main line and branches, 
$400,000 east of Baltimore, $638,000 on 
the Pittsburg Division, and over $422,000 
‘west of the Ohio River.

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NEW WESTERN LEAGUE FORMED. 


Membership Complete and a Strong Minor 
Baseball Body Is Organized. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Nov. 20.—[{Special.]—The 
Western League managers met hera today and 
completed their organization by admitting Grand 
Rapids, Sioux City, and Detroit. The other five 
cities that will have teams are Kansas City, Min- 


neapolis, Milwaukeé, Toledo, and Indianapolis. 
Those present were John T. Brush of this city, 
George E. Ellis of Grand Rapids, H. H. Drake 
and T. H. Borer of Sioux City. John 8. Barnes, 
Minneapolis, who also held the proxy of Vander- 
beck of Detroit, C. H. Cushman and M. Killi- 
lea, Milwaukee; James D. Manning, Kansas City ; 
and Dennis A. Long, Teledo. The mag- 
nates take a rosy view of base- 
ball matters in the West for next 
season, They base their hopes in the past suc- 
ceasful season of the National League and on the 
fact, as they claim. that the new league is the 
strongest association ever perfected in the West. 
The league's organization has been in the hands 
of John T. Brush, James E. Manning of Kansas 
City, Charles Cushman of Milwaukee, John 8. 
Barnes of Minneapolis, and D. A. Long of Toledo 
for several months. These five promoters of the 
ame formed the nucleus for the association. 
Vhen it was announced that they were prepared 
to gointo the organization of a league nearly twice 
the number of cities eligible to membership sent 
epplications, and when a provisional meeting 
was held at Chicago three weeks ago the appli- 
cants were so impetuous that no decision as to 
who should be the other members was reached. 
This was left to a committee composed of Cush- 
man, Manning, and Barnes. They divided the 
applications and examined the financial and 
other conditions of the applicants carefully, and 
then consulted as to which were the most availa- 
ble,with the above results. The league will adopt 
the constitution of the National League, which 
is regarded as the ideal one, with such alterations 
as will be necessary to meet the conditions of or- 
ganization. No salary limit will be established, 
and nearly every club will have a playing man- 
ager. The admission will be uniform in all 
cities—50 cents for reserved seats and 25 cents 
for general admission. The percentage system of 
a division of the receipts will be abandoned and 
a guarantee substituted. A proposition will also 
be made to have each club post $1,000 as a for- 
feit — case it should disband before the season is 
ended. 
Billy Sharsig will manage the Indianapolis 
team. 


Future of Cleveland Club Not Assured. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 20.—The future of the 
Cleveland Baseball elub is in anything but a set- 
tled condition. The report sent out from New 
York to the effect that Messrs. Davis and Haw- 
ley, George E. Howe, and 41 Johnson 
had purchased the club proves to have 
been premature. According to the state- 
ment of Davis and Hawley, these gentle- 
men will not touch the club at the terms de- 
manded by President Robison. Mr. Hawley said 
this — *. “The committee appointed in 
New Vork to consider applications for member- 
ship will be here in a day or two and will use 
every possible effort to inducs us to 
take the club, but there is no use talking about 
it unless Robison cuts his price in the middle. I 
would not be a bit surprised if the Detroit deal 
went through after all. Robison is in a hole 
with his club—that is, the league won't permit 
him to sell it to Detroit if it can possibly help it, 
and we won't buy it at the price asked: Robison 
says he will not sell for less, so there you are.”’

PRINCETON WEAK AT FULL BACK. 


Blake Must Play the Position, as Allen 
Will Not Do. 

Princeton, N. J., Nov. 20,—The Princeton 
football players have come ‘back to town with 
quite a different story of the touchdown scored 
by the West-Pointers Saturday. 

They admit that the cadet made the longest 
run on record—simply because ‘he covered more 
than the length of the field. In other Words, the 
Princeton men claim that the ball was over to 
the West Point goal line for a touchdown befere 
it was seized by the nimble young soldier who 
carried it to the other end of the field. 

The work of Allen at full back was disappoint- 
ing in Saturday's game. His punting was only 
mediocre and he failed to accept an easy tackle, 
which would have netted a sure touchdown for a 
stron team such as Yale. 

Blake’s knee is getting stronger and he is again 
ready for light work on the track. If he can get 
out for regular work by the last of the week he 
will play in the Yale game. 

The rest of the quartet behind the line are 
working like well-drilled machines, bringing the 
offensive work of the team to a stronger point 
than was dreamed of at the opening of the 
season.

THREE COMMITTEES CONSIDER WASH- 
INGTON PORTER'S BIG PLAN. 


They Represent fhe City Council, World's 
Fair, and Citizens’ Organizati Ald. 
Hepburn Opposes the Museum, but 
Only Conditionally=Building to Be Un- 
der Control of the City and Donated in 
Part Payment of World’s Fair Bonds 
Donation of Exhibits and Stock. 


Washington Porter’s big enterprise, which 
has now become a question of much concern § 
to the general public, for bringing the Manu- 
factures Building from Jackson Park and 
setting it up on the Lake-Front asa Memorial 
Hall or People’s Palace, received a boom yes- 
terday. Three committees representing the 
City Council, Worid's Faif Directory, and 
citizens’ organization held an enthusiastic 
joint meeting in the afternoon at the City 
Halli and discussed the project at considerable 
length. After hearing from Mr. Porter and 
F. S. Winston on behalf of the Exposition Di- 
rectury, T. W. Harvey, Dr. Thomas, the Rev. 
Jenkin Lloyd Jones, Prof. Graham Taylor, 
M. J. Carroll, J. Irving Pearce, and others on 
the scheme, Ald. Hepburn caused surprise by 
openly declaring that he was against the en- 
terprise for the reason that those back of it 
were either asking for too much of the Lake- 
Front or not enough. Said he: 

You want a plat of * 3 Ar er your 

posed cture t city can sell any 
ie $5,000,000 cash. While I believe the 
building would be a good thing, you must re- 
ber that there are other interests which 
— not been mentioned but which the Council 
has under consideration. One of these interests 
has reference to the hundreds of poor children in 
j who are sleeping if boxes and stairways.

City Council to be used forany public or 
charitable purpose that y sees fit. 

Ald. S rt and Best made short speeches 
in which they 23 “indorsed the move- 
ment and indicated their intention of doing 
all they can to help it along. 

The Council’s representatives constitute the 
Committee on Wharves and Public Grounds. 
On account of Ald. Brannan’s absence there 
was not a quorum present and no action could 
be taken, so the matter was referred to the 
Corporation Counsel for an opinion as to 
whether there are any ** objections to us- 
ing that portion of the ke-Front desired. 
Besides those aiready mentioned, Miss Jane 
Addams, Addison Ballard, Mr. O’Brien of the 
labor unions, and other well-known men of 
the city were present. 

Washington Porter opened the discussion 
with an explanation of object of the enter- 
prise. and the great necessity of such a build - 
ing down-town.

In Payment of Bonds, 


F. S. Winston answered by saying that the 
World’s Fair expected to bear all the expense 
of taking down the building, removing it to 
the Lake-Front, rebuilding it, and finishing it 
ready for occupancy, with the idea that the 
city would accept it as a part of the indebted- 
ness of the World’s Fair on account of the is- 
sue of $5,000,000 of World’s Fair bonds. He 
argued that the city could under the constitu- 
tional amendment use the money turned over 
by the World’s Fair for no other purpose 
than the payment of those bonds, but that it 
could accept the building so transferred by 
the directors as part payment of the indebted- 


ness. ; 

Mr. Harvey, for the Citizens’ committee, 
called attention to the great need of such a 
building in the center of the city, He thought 
the rental would exceed the imterest on the 
money taken to make the transfer if it were 
turned into thé City Treasury. 

Rev. Dr. Thomas was called on to give 
his views. He compared Chicago to ancient 
Gaul in the feeling that exists among its citi- 
zens because of its division into three parts. 
Continuing, he said: 

There should, therefore, be some central place 
of meeting to unify us in our work for the city. 
What we call individualisnrhas reached its limit. 
We have pursued the narrow sectional lines es 
far as we can go in that direction. Such a build- 
ing as the one proposed, with lodge halls, con- 
cert and lecture rooms, as well as quarters where 
all the labor organizations can have permanent 
homes, is just the thing needed to concentrate 

terests. 
Labor Societies Want It.
